General Surprise at the Failure 
of the Great Pittsburg 
Iron Firm. /

The Liabilities Placed at About 
$1,900,000, with the Assets 
$300,000 Less. 


Various Aspects of the Conflict Be- 
tween the Master Masons and 
the Britklayers. 


Pittsburg Tanners Resolve te Strike— 
The Paddlers and the Masters 
Unable to Agree. / 


Striking Molders Again at Work — A New 
Telephone Company to Come to 
Chicago. 


The Marshall Failure at Pittsburg— 
Assets About $1,600,000—Liabilities, 


$300,000 Greater. 

Pirrspura, Pa., April 17.—fSpecial.]—The 
failure ot Marshall & Co., was a great sur- 
prise to the business community, and it has 
been the chief topic of conversation today. 
It is universally conceded the failure was 
not due to any gause within the legitimate 
line of the firm’s business, but. was the re- 
sult of speculation in pig-metal, buying and 
holding the enormous quantity of 50,000 or 
60,000 tons on a falling market. George I. 
Whitney, the A ssignee, said this evening: 
»The liadilities of the firm, as 
far as 1 know, are about $1,900,000, 
which includes $300,000 due to the estate of 
James Marshall Sr. by the firm. / The assets 
are worth about $1,600,000, Those who will 
suffer will be the unsecured creditors, who 
will get littie or nothing. The chief asset, of 
course, is the iron, et which there is about 
57,000 tons, which is worth at the present 
market rates 81, 140, 000.“ 

The liabilities are of several classes, the 
principal one being bank loans on certifi- 
cates of the. Union Storage Company for 
the iron held by them fér the firm. 
There are but six or seven banks in the two 


cities which do not hold more or less of this 
class ot paper, but they are all more or less 
secured, and will lose nothing or very little, 
It is not impossible that the entire liability 
will be met, inasmuch as the estate of the 
late James Marshall, Sr., which is in the 
business of Marshall & Co., toa large ex- 
tent, is worth over $1,000,000, This, with the 
pig-iron in store, should bring not less than 
$1,700,000. 

A saving feature of the disaster is that all 

the indersers are able to meet their obliga- 
tious, and that no other business misfortune 
is likely to follow. Mr. Mark Watson, a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Marshall, is on this 
paper for a large amount, but he is wealthy 
and states that all his indorsements will be 
met promptiy. Thomas M. Marshall, the 
well-known lawyer and politician, is an in- 
dorser to the amount of 315,000, but he will 
promptly meet the obligation. It is the in- 
tention of the Assignee, in order to prevent a 
wrecking of the works of the firm, to endeayor 
to sell or lease them to some one desirous of 
going into the pipe-making business. This 
is the only pipe foundry inthis part of the 
State, aud the pipe industry has always been 
a profitable one. The foundry is a most 
complete one, and cost an immense amount 
of money to build. 
It is said the holders of the iron certificates 
will be asked to hold them in order that the 
market may not be broken. It cost nearly 
$70,000 a year to carry the iron held by 
ine firm, but if it should be 
put upon the market it would cause a loss of 
‘from $100,000 to $120,000. The banks will be 
urged to make sates only as there is a legit- 
imate demand for the iron, and thus thwart 
the speculators who would otherwise try to 
buy in the pig. Thereis no perceptible bad 
effect here trom the failure on the money 
market or the iron trade. 


The Varying Phases of the Conflict Be- 
tween the Master Masons and the 
Bricklayers, 

The master masons seem very jubilant 
over the turn affairs have taken. They say 
the men are becoming desperate, and, al- 
though the end of the strike is nearing rap- 
idly, they predict considerable trouble yet. 
The day was spent by the bosses in copsul- 
tation at Secretary Prussing’s office and in 
driving around the city to see some of the 
reported weak-kneed brethren of the Mas- 
ters’ Society who were posted at the bricklay- 
ers’ headquarters as haying resigned. WIII- 
iam Maher and Napoleon Provost, partners of 
the tirm of Maher & Provost, No. 90 La Salle 
street, and Charles Buzby, who has just 
completed the large building No. 39 Dear- 
born street, were reported as the disaifected 
ones. The first two Were seen, and denied 
the imputation, saying that the  brick- 
layers had no authority for posting their 
names, andit was probably only done on 
account of their havi peen members two 
vears ago of the Bricklayers’ Union. Mr. 
Prussing and another prominent master 
were engaged in animated conversation with 
Mr. Buzby when Tur TRIBUNE reporter 
called on the latter, they having just arrived 
therein their round of calls. After they 
had leit, Mr. Buzby was asked if it was a 
fact that he had left the Master Masons’ So— 
ciety, and hisreply was that he hardly knew 
whether to say he had or had not, and good- 
naturealy remarked, There is not much 
use in belonging to any society now: tiis 
building is finished, andl am not contract- 
ing to build any more.“ Whenasked whetb- 
er, if he had any buildings to erect, he would 
employ union bricklayers and pay them 84 
per day, he replied: “Certainly, if they are 
good workmen.” The masters say men are 
coming in very fast—in fact, as fast as they 
can use them—in answer to their advertise- 
ments. The bosses having urgent jobs get the 
men first and they are passed to the next 
piace where time contracts are being worked, 
and so on around by the card system, which 
will be kept up until existing contracts are 
completed. r. Prussing says everything is 
as favorable to the society as could possibly 
be expected, and he predicts the demise of 
the Bricklayers’ Union in a very short 
lime, which, of course, will end the strike 
and cause new contracts to be made and 
buildings to be erected rapidly.

THE PRICK OF BRICK. 

A prominent real-estate dealer was asked 
his opinion yesterday regarding the agree- 
ment of the brick manufacturers with the 
bosses to stop work and what effect it would 
have on the price of brick. His reply in 
brief was that the brickmakers 
could hold off two weeks, or a 
month even, and still there would be plenty 
in the market,as it was overstocked now and 
it was money in their pockets not to start 
their yards at present. By agreeing thus 
with the bosses they were simply playing 
into their own hands. If they should manu- 
facture now a surplus would be created that 
would materially reduce the price, as it was 
their policy to keep just enough on hand to 
meet the demand. He had acted as his own 
contractor for & number of seasons past, and 
he could get all the brick he wanted this 
year at lagt year’s price. 

NIGHT MEETING OH THE MEN. 

Greenebaum’s Hall was filled to overflow- 
ing by the members of the Bricklayers’ Asso- 
ciation last night Speeches were made by 
a number of the prominent leaders. Joseph 
Rince, Charles Lindstrum, Herman Olskin- 
ski, Charles C. Scouller, and W. J. Powell 
were appointed a committee of five to ar- 
range matters preliminary to the gfand mass- 
meeting at Battery D Armory on ‘Thursday 
night, at whic prominent speakers 
from every branch of mechanical in- 
dustry are expected to deliver ad- 
dresses on the labor troubles. Among the 
reports from other cities was one from 
Hamilton, Ont., which stated that Mr. 
Robinson, of the firm of Robinson & Miner, 
of this city, was at that point trying to in- 
duce men to come here, but was unable to 
get any of them to do so. ‘The association 
there pledged its support morally and finan- 
cially to the union here. A report was re- 
ceived from the Stonecutters’ Association 
stating that they would be present in a body 
at the mass-meeting Thursday night. Let- 
ters were read from several large dealers in 
material informing the union that they 
would sell goods to any bricklaying firm 
composed of members of the association 
who wished to start in the building busi- 
ness. A brother-in-law of Louis Wyck, one 
of the members of the Master Masons’ Asso- 
ciation, reported that he had been sent 
there by Mr. Wyck to say that the latter had 
four large contracts to begin work imme- 
diately, and wanted sixty union men this 
morning. 


Justice to the Bricklayers. 
Cnicaeo, III., April 17.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.}—An editorial in today’s TRIBUNE, 
headed Bricklayers and Arbitration,“ is 
calculated to do injustice to the bricklayers 
and create a wrong impression with the pub- 
lic. In estimating the loss to the bricklayers 


by the strike itis assumed that had there. 


been no strike all would have been at work 
without loss of time, whereas the bosses de- 
clared officially that not one-third of the 
bricklayers could possibly be employed be- 
fore the Ist of June. If this be true, and if 
it be also true, as stated in Tue TRIBUNE, 
that 1,000 of the 3,800 men in the union are 
now at work receiving 84 per day, the actual 
loss evidently falls considerably short of the 
$9,500 per day as estimated by Tue TRIBUNE. 

THE TRIBUNE states that the bosses ad- 
mit that they are willing to pay $4 a day to 
men who are worth it.“ If this were true 
the strike would end at once, for the Brick- 
layers’ Union makes no demand for $4 a day 
fur men who are not worth it. The union 
has simply fixed $4 a day as the minimum 
wages for a competent bricklayer, but it does 
not demand the employment of incompetent 


men, or of men who do not or who cannot 


earn the wages, ana hence the so-called 
“tyranny of the union” does not by any 
means gompel the bosses “ to pay the same 
wages t@ bad men as to good.“ 

_ Tur TRIBUNE says: 

Far be it from us zo argue that a good brick- 
layer is not wortn@}4 a day; still less chat the 
brieklayers should make no effort to better their 
pay. e laborer is werthy of bis hire. To get 
by fair means the highest pay possible for his 
labor is the duty of the bricklayer as well as of 
every other toiler. 

This is all the bricklayers are contending 
for, while the bosses have declared their un- 
qualified purpose to destroy the Bricklayers’ 
Union. In January last the union fixed $4 
per day as the mininum wages from and 
after April 1, and it is now endeavoring to 
obtain this by the only means in its power. 
THE TRIBUNE concedes that a good brick- 
layer should receive $4 a day, and that it is 
the duty of the bricklayer. as of every other 
toiler, to get the worth of his labor by fair 
means if he can. This is a righteous 
position, and hence it would seem at the 
fair-minded public would certainly be in full 
sympathy with the bricklayers in their law- 
ful efforts to obtain reasonable pay for the 
labor they perform. TR Tabus has 
manifested an interest in the welfare of the 
working classes which is appreciated by the 
intelligent wageworkers of Chieago, and it 
certainly does not mean to do injustice to the 
side of the bricklayers now.

Tanners Hesolve to Strike—Iron Manu- 
facturers aud Irou workers Still at 
Seu. 

PirTsBpurRG, Pa., April 17.—[Speeial.— 
Some time ago the wages of the taaners of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny were reduced from 
812 to 811 per week. They held a meeting 
tonight, aud resolved to strike for the old 
prices. ‘They number about 400, 

it leaked out today that at the recent con- 
ference betweeu iron manufacturers and 
ironworkers in regard to uext year’s scale 
the former submitted the following proposi- 
tien: When bar-iron sells at two and one- 
halfcents per pound the puddling price shall 
be 85. and when it sells at two 
cents per pound the price shall be $4.50, 
At present the scale provides that when iron 
sells at two and one-half cents the puddling 
price shall be $5.50. It is said that if this re- 
duction is made it will simply pave the way 
for a further reduction in iron, which now 
sells below $40 per ton. The manufacturers 
propose an immediate reduction of 10 per 
cent on ali labor entering into the common 
grades ot iron, and from 15 to 20 per cent re- 
duction on the labor entering into the manu- 
facture of the higher grades of iron.

forty acres id the City of Sioux 
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Statistics Relating to the Production of 
Iron and Steel Bails in the United 
Stutes. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 17.—The an- 
nual report of the American Iron and Steel 


Association shows a large decrease in the 


production of iron rails in 1882 over 1881, and 
a small decrease in the production of open- 
hearth steel rails and crucible steel ingots. 
In all other articles there was an increase in 
1882 and 1881. With the single exception of 
pig-iron, however, the increase was in no In- 
stance large, and even in pig-iron only 11 
per cent. The iron and steel imports 
in 1882 made a total of 1,835,511 tons. 
The value of our iron and steel exports that 
year was $19,029,759. Our pig-iron produc- 
tion for 1852 was obtained in twenty-six 
States and Utah Territory, and of the total of 
5,178,122 tons, Pennsylvania produced 2,449,- 
256 tons. ‘The tonnage of iron vessels built 
during the year (40,907 tons) is much the 
largest in our history. 


Unsecured Creditors Looking After 
Their Interests. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 17.—Unsecured cred- 
itors of the Atlantic Milling Company held 
a meeting this afternoon to consider the af- 
fairs of the company and determine what 
time should be granted for a settlement. The 
following terms were agreed upon by those 
present, and it is thought that the remainder 
of the creditors will acquiesce. Eight notes 
are to be given by the company bearing 6 
per cent interest, the first to mature in six- 
teen months and the others at intervals of 
six months, the whole extending over a 
period of forty-eight months, and to be in 
full payment of all indebtedness. 


All Quict Among the Painters. 


As far as could be ascertained there will 
be no trouble of any serious preportions 


among the painters. No strike has been 
ordered and several prominent union pant 
ers who were seen yesterday say thereis not 
any general dissatisfaction. Three dollars 
per day is the union price, but no boss is 
obliged to pay a painter that amount if he is 
not worth it. The boss painters all seem to 
be non-committal and look with guileless in- 
nocence and open-mouthed astonishment at 
any one who inquires about a probable 
strike. There is plenty of work now, and it 
is fair to presume that good prices will be 
paid for it.

retirement of Judge Drummond from 
the Circuit Judgeship, the President 
would be disposed to favorably con- 
sider Gresham’s name tor that 
lace. ‘The President N uired of 
inister Foster what sort of a\Postmaster- 
General Judge Gresham would make; 
whereupon Foster replied that it would bea 
most excellent appointment. The President 
is reported to have said that he would ap- 
int Judge Gresham if he would accept. 
oster s he believed he would, and 
telegraphed to Gresham. The latter an- 
swered that he would accept, but thought it 
expedient that the tender of the piace should 
be made to him through Senator Harrison, 
of Indiana, which was done, and Gresham, 
at the very outset of his political career, 
showed the instincts of a politician, as he 
had not been on friendly relations with 
Harrison. This is a story said to be au- 

thentic, but it may be subject to revision. 


SUPREME COURT. 
THE RECENT GRAIN DECISION DOES NOT 
MEAN TO LEGALIZE OPTION DEALS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.— [Special.] 
Ine decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of Rountree against Smith 
& Lightner, brokers, is not to be regarded as 


a decision that contracts for future delivery 


are legal perse. The decision seems to go 
only to the extent that a person who seeks to 
be relieved from what he alleges tobea 
gambling contract must prove that itisa 
gambling contract. Rountree did not 
offer to prove that the particular 
contracts he made with his brokers, 
Smith & Lightner, were of a gam- 
bling nature. He simply proposed to 
prove, as a general fact, that a large per- 
cen of the operations on the Chicago 
of Trade were gambiing contracts— 
deals in option—which were illegal and void, 
and he claimed that if rmitted to prove 
that as a general proposition it would follow 
as a proper inference that theScontracts with 
his brokers were illegal. The court, how- 
ever, ruled that he could not be permitted to 
prove in such a comprehensive a that con- 
tracts, which he alleged to be similar to his 
own, were void for gambii@g. if he sought 
relief from a gambling costract it was his 
business to prove the nature of that con- 
tract. orts were of entirely too gen- 
eral a character, and the decision of the Cir- 
euit Court below, which was in favor of the 
brokers, was affirmed. This decision, how- 
ever, is something very different from an 
affirmative declaration by the United States 
Supreme Court that dealings in options are 
legal. That question does not seem to have 
been upon. This case is the first one 
in which the real merits of the speculative 
ons might have been consid- 
ered, and for reason it is 
perh to be regretted that the 
pl were not of a character which 
would have required a decision by the court 
upon the merits of that question. But, as it 
brokers will claim that the victory is 
rs. It is a victory in the sense that the 
eourt rules that it is not competent to prove 
the existence of a general custom as a de- 
fense against any particular transaction, and 
it would probably be difficult for any cus- 
tomer to prove affirmatively that his broker

CARRYING THE MAILS. 
DECISIONS WHICH INTEREST NEARLY ALL 

THE RAILROADS CENTERING IN CHICAGO. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 17.—[Special.] 
—Postmaster-General Gresham will to- 
morrow announce some important decisions 
which are of interest to nearly all the rail- 
roads which center in Chicago. His action 
Will show that he does not shrink from re- 
sponsibility. In 1872 Congress enacted a law 
giving the Postmaster-General power to 
make contracts with the railway com- 
panies for transportation of the mails for 
periods of four yéars, and to fix his own 
rates on land-grant roads. The statute also 
gives the Postmaster-General power to 
wholly revoke the contract or to re- 
duce the amount of service in his 
discretion. Under this law contracts were 
made with nearly all the roads. Two or 
three years subsequently Congress enacted 
that the Postmaster-General should reduce 
the rates of compensation to the roads under 
the contracts which had already been made 
in accordance with the first-named statute 
10 per cent for all roads and 20 per cent for 
land-grant roads. The Postmaster-General 
did not exercise the reservation of the orizi- 
nal act to revoke any of the contracts, but, 
in accordance with subsequent  stat- 
utes, reduced the rates of compen- 
sation as directed. Some of the 
railroad companies acquiesced; others 
objected. The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Road brought suit in the Court of 
Claims. The decision of the Courtof Claims 
was adverse to the road, and sustained the 
Post-Office Department. The railroad com- 
pany took the case to the United States Su- 
preme Court, and that court has recently 
overruled the decision of the Court of 
Claims, and has held that the Postmaster- 
General might have exercised the authority 
under the first statute to have revoked the 
contracts, or reduced the service, when the 
case would have fallen, but that it was notin 
the power of the Government to make 
a contract for four years with certain fixed 
conditions, and then to modify the contract 
without the consent of the railroads by re- 
ducing the compensation respectively, ac- 
cording to the character of the road, 10 or 20 
per cent. In other words, the Supreme 
Court held that the United States Govern- 
ment was as much bound by contracts which 
it made as private individuals are; and that 
a contract legaliy entered into could not be 
abrogated by an act of Congress. This decsi- 
ion was rendered some six months ago, 
and of- course is entirely in favor 
of the roads. The aggregate amount of 
mony to which the roads in the Northwest 
are entitled, under the decision of the Su- 

rome Court, on account of the difference 

tween the amount which they were paid 

and the amount due under the original con- 
tract, is about $300,000. This matter has 
been pending before the department for six 
months, but the Postmaster-General has 
been unwilling to execute the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court for fear, pos- 
sibly, of unfavorable public criticism. Judge 
Gresham has decided that it is incumbent 
upon him, as an executive officer, to recog- 
nize the mandate of the United States Su- 
preme Court, and will tomorrow set{le these 
cases in accordance with that decisi6n. 

THE NEW IRONCLADS. 
PREPARATIONS FOR SECURING THE CONX- 

| TRACT S. 

WasutneTon, D. C., April 17.—[Special. | 
—Admiral Shufeldt said today that the ad- 
vertisement for the construction of the new 
iron. ships-of-war will be made as soon as the 
Secretary of the Navy returns. The work of 
building the ships will be open to competi- 
tion, but it is to be feared that the great ship- 
yards of the Delaware, which are practically 
the only private yards at which such ships 
can be built, will combine so that the Gov- 
ernment will not receive very low bids. A 
combination is of course very possible, 
and it would be difficult for the Gey- 
ernment to prevent it. Those 
conversant with such matters say that it is 
very probable that when the bids are opened 
it will be found that the four firms on the 
Delaware will each be the lowest bidder for 
the ship which is best suited to the capacity 
of yards; and that the bid of Roach will 
De the lowest for the largest ship. Gorringe 
has “announced that his new firm would 
make bids. In that case it is not expected 
that that firm will be admitted to any combi- 
nation, and the resfilt may be of advantage 
to Government. It is said to 
be quite practicable for the large iron-works 
of the country to compete, as the plant neces- 
sary to construct an iron ship is not as ex- 
pensive as one necessary to build ships on 
the old system. 3 


THE STAR-ROUTE TRIAL. 
J. W. DORSEY CONTRADICTED—THE “BEL- 
FORD CHECK ”—NEARING THE END. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 17.— [Special.] 
In the star-route trial today the prosecution 
called to the stand ex-Postmaster-General 
James, who was requested to state whose 
signature was attached to the telegrams 
shown to him by Rerdell on the train on the 
way from New York to Washington in J une, 
1881. Igersoll objected, and a long argu- 
ment ensued, in the course of which Merrick 
stated the contents of the dispatches as fol- 
lows: “The first telegram, one of them— 
they were delivered together—was to this ef- 
fect: Get off the train at once and return to 
New York and [I think] all is forgiven you.’ 
The second was: ‘Return at once to New 
York. For God's sake, do nothing to injure 
me and my friends; don’t persevere in your 
course.?“ 

The court ruled against the prosecution 
and Mr. James was excused. Three hotel 
clerks testified that J. W. Dorsey was in Ne- 
braska and Colorado when he had sworn he 
was in Washington. Judge Bissel!, of Lead- 
ville, testified concerning the so-called“ Bel- 
ford check.” The witness said in June, 
1879, he saw S. W. Dorsey draw a check or 
draft in Leadville to the order of “J. B. B. 
“Yes, it was a draft on New York for 
$1,500,” interjected S. W. Dorsey. 

Rerdell was recalled; and contradicted J. 
W. Dorsey where he said that he (Rerdell) 
was in Washington in April, 1879. Bliss the 
said that with the exception of proofs of con- 
tents of the Clendennin letter the prosecu- 
tion had concluded, and the court adjourned.

THE SENATE. 
FAST TIME. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 17. - [Special. 
Thirty-five Senators were in their seats this 
morning and amused themselves for swhile by 
listening to committee reports. The Committee 
on Military Affairs recommended the passage of 
a substitute for Whiting’s amended Militia 
bill. The substitute is precisely like the origi- 
nal before Whiting got it amended, and provides 
for the appropriation for the next two years of 
the proceeds of the ‘evies now authorized for 
military purposes. 

NO WORK, NO PAY. 

Senator Berggren introduced a new scheme 
to regulate the pay of members. It gives them, 
for regular sessions, $8 per day for the first 
ninety legisiative days—that is, every day the 
Legisiature is actually in session, and not Sune 
days and “loafing” days—and §2 per dayjfor each 
legislative day thereafter. The pay during ex- 
tra sessions is fixed at $8 per day for the first 
thirty legislative days, and $2 Fen day for each 
legislative day thereafter. e allowance for 
mileage and for stationery, stamps, etc., are left 
the same as now. A proviso is added asa 
clincher, which restricts the payment to those 
members actuaily present, as ascertained by the 
roli-call, excepting such as may be away on leg- 
isiative business or by consent. 

A FAMILIAR FRIEND. 

Farmer Whiting made his biennial attempt to 
work through a pet measure which be has had 
on the stocks for session after session for 
years back—namely: His scheme to tax mort- 
gages or other liens upon reai estate and to re- 
lieve incumbered property from doubls taxa- 
tion. The best he could do was to get unani- 
mous cousent to print certain amendments be- 
fore they were acted upon.

BUCKET-SHOPS. 

The next. bill on second reading was Sen- 
ator Merritt's scheme to prevent forestalling 
the markets by witnholding market quotations 
from the public, otherwise known as the 
* Bucket-Shop bill.” | 

Senator Condee pitched Into it as a measure 
designed to compe! the Chicago Board of Trade 
to furnish the bucket-sbops with market quo- 
tations after those bucket-shops had beeu sat 
down upon by the courts. 

The rural members, 
under the lead of Secrest and Clark, resorted to 
the usual dodge of attacking the Board of 
Trade asa big gambiing-sbop, differing from 
the bucket-shops not in character, but simply 
in size. Senators Condee and Clough 8 
to show that the members of the board traded 
on warehouse receipts, and dwelt upon the 
temptations exertea by the bucket- shops on 
employés occu pring positions of trust. Senator 
Spyder, a rural member. unexpectedly came to 
their relief, showed that the Board of Trade 
quotations were published for tne information 
of the world through the columns of the press, 
and denounced the Dill as simply pernicious in 
its design to aid the lowest sort of gambling- 
hells. 

THE FARMER’S FRIEND. 

Senator Whiting, who seemed to see some- 
thing good and something bad in the bill, offered 
an amendment which was received with cries of 
„good.“ His amendment provided that the act 
should not be construed to compel boards of 
trade, chumbers of commerce, or commercial 
exchanges to furnish market quotations to any 
person or rsons ur organizations operating 
or controlling any “ bucket-shop” or place 
where gambling in grain, provisions, or other 
commodities is carried on. 

CONFESSION. 

Senator Merritt indulged in a general and 
sweeping attack on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
but gave away the whole suap by admitting 
that the amendment, if adopted, would destroy 
the effect of the bill. 

MIKE M DONALD. 

Some reference in Merritt's speech to Condee 
as a champion of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation brought the latter to his feet with a 
statement that if he could save even one young 
man from the influences of the bucket- shops 
he would only be too glad to represent the 
Young Men's Christian Association, even at the 
risk of Merritt's ridicule. Far rather would he 
represent that orgunization than represent 
Michael Cassius McDonald, who was the com- 
pany in every one of the Chicago bucket- 
shops.” This reference to McDonald seemed to 
— home; at any rate, Merritt didu't attempt 
to get back. 

Senator Clark attacked the amendment, but 
wus subjected to a series of merciless cross ques- 
tons by Senator Campbell, who succeeded in 
bringing out the point that the Board of Trade, 
under its charter, is not allowed to do business, 
but is simply an association to enforce contracts 
between its members, and that it had inter- 
fered and would stillinterfere to prevent gam- 
biting operations on the institution of proper 
complaints. 

Seuator Mason made a strong speech in favor 
of the amendment, and wittily observed before 
he got through that the Legisiature had as 
much right to order Mike McDonald to furnish 
the world with daily quotations as to the true 
value of “aces up as it uad to pass this bill. 

Senator Merritt wound up the talk ina la- 
bored reply, but the Senate was evidently down 
on bucket-shops anyway, and the amendment 
was adopted. Merritt then tried to refer the 
bill to the Judiciary Committee and failed. 
Shaw vainly endeavored to modify the penal- 
ties, but had better success with an amendment 
probibiting Boards of Trade from excluding 
outsiders from the floor. At this point Senator 
Morris moved to adjourn for the day. Merritt, 
who had lost all interest in the bill since the 
adoption of the Whiting amendment, made no 
attempt to shove it aloug to third reading, and 
the motion to adjourn speedily prevaiied.

SPRAGUE’S DIVORCE. 


The Troubles of a Celebrated 
Family Again Put Before 
the Public. 


When 8p Remarried He Made 
Formal Statements Derogatory 
to Kate Chase Sprague. . 


This Was te Settle the Doubts of the 
Minister About te Marry 
Him. 


Now Comes Kate Chase’s Counsel Denouncing 
Sprague’s Version and Reciting the 
Facts. 


CINCINNATI, O., April 17.—[Special.J— 
Judge Hoadly, of this city, and Winchester 
Britton, of Brooklyn, N. I., counsel for Mrs. 
Katharine Chase Sprague, today sent from 
here a letter to the editor of the Vindicator, 
at Staunton, Va., referring to the statement 
published in that paper March 16, in which 
Gov. Sprague was represented as having 
said to the Clerk of the Court, to the Com- 
monwealth’s attorney, and to the Rev. J. D. 
Hullihan, in order to procurea license to 
marry and to induce the minister to perform 
the ceremony, that he brought suit against 
Mrs. Sprague on the ground of adultery; 
that she answered charging him with the 
same Offense; that afterward she withdrew 
her charges against him, but his remained 
and he was granted a divorce on the ground 
named in his petition, and the court divided 
the custoay of the children. For the sake of 
acccuracy the minister reduced the above 
statement to writing. 

THE LETTER. 

The following is the full text of the letter 
of Mrs. Sprague’s attorneys, written from 
here, which explains itself: 

To the Editor of the Vindicator, Staun Va.— 
Sin: A copy of your paper of the 16th of March, 
1883, bas been plac in our bands, trom which 
it appears that iliiam Sprague, of Rhode 
Island, in order to procure a license to marry 
again, and to induce a clergyman to perform 
the ceremony, made certain statements in re- 
gard divorced condition to 
the Clerk of the Court, 
Commonwealth Attorney, and the 
Rev. J. D. Hullihan, all of your city, which 
statements having been published by you, and 
being not only fa but also libelous of a most 
honorable and worthy lady, we, her counsel in 
her suit for divorce from Gov. reel it 
our duty, in justice to her, to ask that you pub- 
lish this statement of the facts in the case. 

When interrogated as to its being lawful for 
— 4 Gov. Sprague, as you publish, re- 

pon : 

“I wish to state to you the ground on which 1 
was divorced. I applied fora divorce from my 
wifeon the ground of aduitery. She filed a 
crose-bill charging me with same offense. 
Sbe, after a short while, withdrew her charges 
aa inst me. I did not withdraw mine. They re- 
mained, and on that standing of the case the 
court in New York nted me a divorce and 
divided the custody of the children. What is 
your opinion?” 

You add that: On the return of the clergy- 
men and Mr. Echols to the hotel Gov. Sprague 
answered the questions which had been, for 
greater caution, written down by Mr. Hullihan 
satisfactorily, in view of the uirements of 
the canon bearing on the case.” are the 
questions asked: 

Q.—Are you a divorced man or not? A.—Iam 
divorced. 

Q.—Piease state the grounds upon which the 
divorce was granted? A.—Aduliery. 

Q.—Was this charged upon your divorced wife 
or upon yourself? A.—Upoa my wife. 
Q.—Was there any such charges 
against you on the proceedings? A.—

It is difficult for us to believe that any one de- 
liberately made the statements, for they aro 
entirely without truth; yet we have seen as yet 
no contradicdon of the report. The facts are that 
Mrs. Katbarine Chase Sprague applied to the 
Supreme Court of Rhode Island for a divorce 
from Gov. Sprague, alleging repeated adulter 
cruelty, and neglect to provide for berself an 
their children, thougt abundantly able to do 80, 
the latter charge, being sufficient cause for 
divorce under the statutes of Rhode Island; and

mony of many witnesses, establishing thw truth 
of Mrs. Surague's complaint, was promptly 
taken, and she was ready for trial at an early 
date; but, upon one pretext and another, and 
against her opposition, the trial was postponed 
throughout a year without apparent prepara- 
tion by him.

Sprague had failed to support his wife and 
daughters, although abundantly able to do so, 
and on this ground a decree of absolute divorce 
was granted in favor of Mrs. Sprague, with per- 
mission ‘at her discretion to resume her maiden 
name of Katharine Chase—a privilege seldom 
granted in Rhode Island. and never when a cloud 
rests upon the fair repute of a The 
court also awarded custody of the 
three younger children, daughters, to the 
mother, the remaining child, a boy, near man- 
hood, not being subject under the law of Rbode

The consideration extended to Gov. Sprague 
was fully acknowledged.

Mont than a hundred buildings erected in 
defiance of the city erdinances were counted 
yesterday by a TRIBUNE reporter between 
Twenty-second street and the city limits 
within the territory bounded by Went 
worth avenue and South Halsted street. 
Some of these frame structures are two and 
three stories in hight, and have been built 
within the last two months. Barns, sheds, 
and cottages are going up on every hand, 
and where the illegal buildings are not con- 
structed from the ground up, old shelter- 
sheds are metamorphosed into two-story 
buildings and other sheds built on the rear 
of the lots. In the southwest and northwest 
sections equally giaring violations of the 
ordinances are as _ plentiful as in 
the territory referred to. So far as enforcing 
the building ordinances is concerned the al- 
leged Building Department is a humbug, 4 
' delusion, anda snare. It is claimed that the 
Inspectors are overworked, but no excuse 
can justify the neglect which permits the 
erection of frame cottages in rows of a dozen. 
Either the puilding ordinances should be en- 
forced or they should be repealed, and THE 
TRIBUNE does not believe the people of Chi- 
cago are in fayor of wiping out any of the 
safeguards against fire now in existence. 
This being the case, the Building Depart- 
ment should either be compelled to do its 
duty orasummary change in its com posi- 
tion should be made. The Mayor, now that 
election is over, could employ a little of his 
time to advantage by stirring up his de- 
lingent subordinates. 


THE TELEGRAPH POLES AND WIRES. 
Nobody can guess what will be the out- 
come of the struggle between the city or- 
dinances and public sentiment on the one 
side and the telegraph companies and possi- 
bly the city officials on the other in relation 
to the telegraph poles and wires within the 
city limits. The ordinance passed by the 
Common Council nearly two Fears ago re- 
quiring all telegraph and telephone wires 
and electrfe conductors of all kinds to be 
placed underground is to go in effect May 1 
next, only a few days hence. It is very evi- 
dent that the different companies controlling 
the wires have no intention to comply volun- 
tarily with the mandate of the ordinance. 
On the contrary, the construction and string- 
ing of overhead cables, each containing from 
eighteen to thirty wires, would indicate that 
the companies have some understanding, or 
think they have, with the municipal author- 
ities to accept the overhead cable system in 
lieu of the underground system required by 
the ordinance. It has been an open secret for 
some time that Mayor Harrison has a plan of 
his own for short polds and cables, which 
he believes will be in every way as satisfac- 
tory as to place the wires underground; and 
it is not reasonable to suppose that the mana- 
gers of the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies would assume the large expense inci- 
dent to the adoption of the cable system and 
the transfer of their wires to that vehicle un- 
less they counted with some assurance upon 
the acceptance ofthis overhead system. It 
may be stated, however, that they have made 
no provision for short poles, and merely con- 
template the abandonment of some of the 
high crass-pieces on the poles now standing, 
as the use of cables will render a large num- 
ber of the bars and insulators unnecessary, 
At this point the Common Council asserts 
itself and passes a resolution condemning the 
overhead-cabie system and directing the 
Mayor to enforce the provisions of the ordi- 
nance which prohibits the stringing of any 
new wires or cables and requires all the old 
wires to be transferred below the surface of 
the streets on the Ist of May. Whether the 
Council is actuated in this instance by the 
rather unusual ambition tocomply with public 
opinion, or whether some of the more enter- 
prising members discern an opportunity for 
“striking the telegraph and telephone 
companies for an extension of their overhead 
privileges, can only be determined by future 
developments. It seems pretty certain, how- 
ever, that the Mayor will not be permitted to 
exercise legislative powers in the premises, 
and treat the ordinance of May 1 as if it had 
been formally repealed. The Council is dis- 
posed to stir up the matter and make a com- 
motion. At the same time the enforcement. 
of the ordinances is in the hands of the Mayor 
and his executive subordinates, and if he 
shall not see fit to enforce this particular 
ordinance itis not clear what the Council 
can do about the matter. It may pass reso- 
lutions directing the Mayor to enforce the 
ordinances, which would seem to be a sole- 
cism, or it may pass other resolutions con- 
demning his neglect to enforce them. But 
all this will have as little effect as the pro- 
verbial bull against the comet; the only way 
to reach an officer who refuses to do his duty 
is to prosecute him for malfedsance in office. 
In the meantime it is understood that the 
telegraph and telephone managers contend 
that the underground system is impracticable 
for the large number of wires used in Chi- 
cago, and that they are determined to resist 
the ordinance to the last. It is not safe to 
place too much reliance on the dictum of 
the experts in this case; it is possible that 
the interests of their employers influence 
them as much as does their own judgment. 
It is yery certain that the underground sys- 
tem is in complete operation in London, 
Paris, Berlin, and other European cities; 
that it has made considerable ess in 
this country; that an undergrouw cable, 
constructed for the Western Indiana Rail- 
road Company, containing twenty wires 
running a distance of two miles, has been in 
successful operation in this city nearly a 
year; that promising effort has been made in 
Philadelphia toward the perfection of an un- 
derground system; and that a company 
using the Philadelphia patents and 
processes is constructing a tunnel in 
this city with ample accammodations for a 
larger number of wires and electric conduct- 
ors than are now in nse. The new Postal 
Telegraph Company is to bring its wires into 
Chicago through the tunnel now in course 
of construction, and it is announced that a 
mile of the tunnel system will be subjected 
toathorough test within a few days under 
the s ion of Prof. Elisha Grey, repre- 
an Rbe Porta Telegraph Company, and 
Prof. tt, representing the city. It is 
proposed to attach batteries and ail the nee- 
essary machinery for sending telegraph mes- 
sages between this point and New York and 
for telephoning as far as Cleveland. If these 
tests shall prove satfSfactory the claims of 
the telegraph managers that the under- 
ground system is impracticable for Chicago 
will fall ta the ground, and there will be no 
excuse fer not requiring a compliance with 
the new ordinance at the earliest date com- 
porting with reasonable diligence and 
fair treatment. The nuisance and the 
dangers inseparable from the  over- 
head system in a large city like Chicago de- 
mand the abolishment of the poles and tne 
transfer of the conductors below the surface 
Of the streets. Lieut, Greene, ef the Army 
Engineer Corps, has recently investigated 
the fatter for the authorities of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, has reported that the 
underground system is practical in every 
way, and has recommended that the Wash- 
ton Government require the substitution 
that system for the overhead plan. 
There ig not much question but the tele- 


to comply with the new ordinance. It is the 
extra expense which influences them chiefly. 
If it were merely a question of piacing their 
wires underground in Chicago alone, it is 
not ypnlikely that the companies would con- 
sent to do so, for they haye assumed a large 
part of the extra cost by adopting the cables 
which they are now hangmg on the poles. 
But they feel that whenever the system shall 
be in successful operation in Chicago 
there will be a demand for it in 
every city and town in the country. Ii 
is this formidable exaction which alarms 
them. Whatever means of resistance they 
may adopt, itis to be hoped that they will 
not undertake to dicker with the Common 
Council nor entertain any propositions which 


may be made looking to exemption by bribery. 
The Mayor will probably not proceed to cut 
wires, as he did in the ease of the Mutual 
Union, for Judge Drummond’s comments on 
his course in that instance will be a sufficient 
excuse for not repeating it. If the city 
authorities shal] make a determined effort to 
enforce the new ordinance we presume the 
controversy will be transferred to the courts. 
That course will drag out the final determi- 
nation of the matter indefinitly, but it will be 
better to make an honest fight than to agree 
to any compromises or to secure asuspension 
of the ordinance by trading with the Council, 
er a eae — 
BRITISH PAUPERS FOR AMERICA. 

Two British steamships arrived in Boston 
Sunday with nearly a thousand British 
(Irish) paupers, to be dumped by order of 
the British Government on American soll. 
While thus engaged in shifting on our 
shoulders the burden of the support of those 
whom itsown crushing policy has impover- 
ished the British Government with char- 
acteristic impudence is corresponding with 
the State Department at Washington to re- 
monstrate against the aid and sympathy 
which it alleges the Lrish conspiraters re- 
ceive from America. The laws of the sea- 
board States and of the United States for- 
bid the landing of the criminals and 
paupers of other countries in this manner on 
our shores. The English Government is 
fully aware of these prohibitions. Superin- 
tendent Jackson, of Castle Garden, states 
that he informed an English delegation that 
visited him of the regulations of the Ameri- 
can law. The action of the British Govern- 
ment in exporting its paupers to become a 
charge upon the people of this country is a 
wanton outrage. It would beso if our laws 
were silent on the subject, but done in the 
face of our express declarations that it shall 
not be done it is an affront and an ipjury 
that the whole country will bitterly resent. 

The indignation called gut by this action of 
the British Government will be intensified by 
the fact, attested by the correspondents of 
American papers abroad, that the English 
Government has with deliberate purpose 
unloaded on the United States only the ref- 
use of its British (Irish) emigrants. The 
strongest and those with the sturdiest fami- 
lies and some means have been sent to Aus- 
tralia and Canada. The helpless, impover- 
ished, and good-for-nothing are good 
enough for America,” and are forthwith 
bundled off to Boston. 

The English, in pursuance of what John 
Bright at Glasgow called “ the most cruel, 
odious, galling, and unjust system of laws 
which one Christian nation ever inflicted on 
another,” have been squeezing all the juice 
out of Ireland, and the poor human husks 
that are left they now propose to give to us. 
As long as there was a dent of rent or tax 
or a day’s work to be got out of these un- 
fortunate people the English kept them at 
hard labor. When broken down they 
are evicted by their  fellow-British 
landiords, and cumber the roadsides 
with their starving forms. They are 
banished from the land of thelr birth 
and sent over here to be fed at our expense. 
The proposition of the British Government 
is that its noble landlords shall appropriate 
all the British (Irish) peasant’s property, and 
then present him as an “Irish dividend” to 
the hard-working people of America. The 
British landlord is to manufacture the pau- 
per; the American taxpayer is to support 
him. The United States is to be a vast field 
of outdoor relief for the English landlord 
nobility. 

The paupers England makes let England 
support. When America opens its ports and 
its fertile Western homesteads to any one 
who can get to them it reaches the limits of 
its generosity. Tens of thousands of British 
(Irish) who would have died of starvation in 
Ireland under English rule have been trans- 
ported to the comfort and plenty of America 
by the money earned from us by their Irish- 
American friends and relatives, and we are 
glad of it. Such relief as this has been to 
Great Britain itis welcome to. This is our 
policy of asylum to the wretched and op- 
pressed of other lands, But we draw the 
line at the exportation of phylloxera, pleuro- 
pneumonia, cholera, leprosy, and pauper- 
ism. Our people will never submit 
to the economic wrong ot the trans- 
fer to our poor-houses of the paupers that 
should be maintained in these of the coun- 
try that made them, nor to the cold and stud- 
ied insolence which throws its refuse popu- 
lation across our border andsays: That is 
the sort of contribution we have to make to 
American citizenship, 

It is understood that the British Govern- 
ment is engaged in a serious diplomatic in- 
terchange of views about the “asylum” af- 
forded by this country to the “conspirators ” 
against the British Government, It Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen has the slightest regard 
for the dignity of this Government and the 
people he will at once inform Minister 
Lionel Sackyille-West that the debate about 
“asylum” must begin geith the uncondi- 
tional surrender by the itish Government 
of its purpose to make the United States an 
“asylum ’’ for its paupers.

THE IROQUOIS CLUB FIASCO. 

The dinner of the Iroaugis Olub is still the 
theme of discussion in the Demoeratic news- 
papers. By common consent it is a dmitted 
that the meeting failed of its purpose. 
It was intended to unite the party, 
to set forth an issue on which the 
radical elements could agree, and to 
anticipate a platform for the National 
Convention of 1884. It did nothing of the 
Kind. With a tew exceptions the speakers 
evaded a positive declaration of opinion on 
any of the great questions of the day. 
Senator Bayard talked platitudes and strad- 
died the tariff and other living issues. No 
one was enthusiastic over civil-service re- 
form. Mayor Harrison’s old protectiye-tariff 
Whiggery collided with the alleged Demo- 
cratic principle of * tariff for revenue only,” 
and the Mayor succeeded in showing himself 
to be unsound, except as an advocate of free 
liquor and unlimited spoils. 

The speeches were chiefly remarkable for 
their cowardice. It is one thing to announce 
a policy of revenue reform and another thing 
to proclaim its methods. There was no 
speaker of National reputation present who 
was willing to put himselt unequivocally on 
the record. Harrison's damagogism was 
avowed more plainly than that of some of 
the other speakers, but it was hot more care- 
fully entertained and provided for. The truth 
is, there is no man of political prominence 
and ambition in the Democratic party who 
is willing to make open war on the interests

of Mr. Carlisle and Randolph Tucker and 
other extreme advocates at free trade in the 
Democratic party. ‘The Democratic party 
has not now, and has not for 
u quarter of 9 century, been 
in possession of a clear majority in the 
Lower House in favor of revenue reform. 
Its discords in this respect are more extreme 
than those of the Republican party. While 
it has shrieked incessantly for a reduction 
of taxation ever since the close of the War, 
it has never taken one effective step in the 
direction of cairying out any of its 
promises. It made Fernando Wood 
a notorious “striker” and retainer of the 
protected interests, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and blump- 
ly defeated even the sham measure of tariff 
reform which he presented in the expiring 
hours of a busy Congress. It made Sam 
Randall, the chief apostle of the Pennsyl- 
vania Democratic tariff party, Speaker of 
the House of Representatives for three 
terms, and is now preparing to put the organi- 
zation of the Forty-eighty House again in his 
hands. 

Mayor Harrison’s speech was important 
only because it was symptomatic of a real 
division in the party. If it had been the ex- 
pression of an individual opinion no impor- 
tance would have been attached to it. But 
the persons present and the larger constitu- 
ency outside to whom the speeches were ad- 
dressed were well aware that Harrison was 
paying his court to two distinct wings of the 
party. With the common instincts of a dem- 
agog he sought to make himself solid ” with 
two classes of Democrats who hold utterly 
antagonistic views on this tariff question. 
And it must be confessed that the experience 
of Demaeratic trimmers in the past has been 


such as to encourage Harrison’s fondest 


hopes. Themen who have blown hot and 
cold on the tariff issue have been precisely 
those whom the Democratic party has de- 
lighted to honor. From the tiie of James 
Buchanan to that of the eminent patriot who 
believed that the tariff was a local issue in

THE HORRORS OF EVICTION. 

The passage of the English Land act of 
1881 checked for a time the horrors of evic 
tion in Ireland, but during the inactivity 
which has prevailed since the outbreak of 
the lawless classes the work of eviction has 
been resumed, the Balliffs evidently improv- 
ing the opportunity, while the public atten- 
tion is concentrated on assasins and dynamit- 
ers and all land legislation is paralyzed, 
to carry out their instructions not only to the 
very letter, but with a degree of harshness 
and absolute cruelty which almost tempts 
one to justify any retaliation. Certainly the 
records of landiord cruelty hardly contain 
anything more horribie than the cases we 
narrate below, which have recently occurred 
in various parts of [reland. , 

A-very painful case was recently brought 
to the attention of the Killarney Poor Board, 
When the Sheriff came to turn the tenant 
out one of his children, a girl of 18, was 
lying very sick in the house. The agent of 
the estate was in attendance at the eviction 
and ordered it to proceed, though the father 
begged the Sheriff to wait until the child was 
better. Ile refused, and they were put out 
of doors during a fierce snow-storm. The 
father wrenched the door of the house off 
its hinges to protect her, but it was taken 
away from him, and the poor creature died, 
as the father says, out in the haggard with 
nothing to protect her remains from the blast 
but a thin sheet.“ Another case reported is 
equally cruel. A farmer named Kenny, in 
County Cork, had held his mountain farm 
for fifty years. Some years ago his rent was 
raised from $100 to $325 per year. By the 
help of his children in America he managed 
to pay the rent fora time, Then came sick- 
ness, adversity, hard timex and poor crops, 
and it became impossible for him to meet the 
rent. Being leaseholder to his landlord he 
could not avail himself of the Land Court, and 
to the Clare Independent and asks in vain: 
he sought to have his rent fixed by arbitra- 
tion, which the landlord refused. The latter 
then took out a warrayt of possession and 
proceeded to evict. At the time of eviction 
Kenny, who was a man 90 years of age, was 
so sick that the priest had been called to ad- 
minister the last rites of the church. The 
‘same priest, who witnessed the eviction, says 
in a communication to the Dublin Freeman: 


The Bailiffa were asked, in the presence of the 
police. to leave the poor old man within doors 
until the cart (about the bringing of which there 
was the greatest possible dispatch) would arrive 
but they sternly refused. Hie children dresse 
aud placed him at the fire while the Bailiffs were 

utting out the household effects. When they 

ad removed these they would not allow a furze 
bush to be put on the fire until his sons would 
bring a cart, for which they had gone in the 
greatest haste, to remove him to a relation’s 
ouse. When one of his sons and a daughter of 
his saw he was about to be removed by the 
Bailiffs, with filial affection they raised him 
gently to assist him out, when a Bailiff put 

o girl aside, took the old man by the arm, and 
put bim outside the doar, leaving him to the 
Chilling, frosty temperature of Friday, trem- 
Ding all over, and not knowing the moment 
When the yital spark would leave him. The 
Batlitks locked the door calling the attention of 
the Sergeant of poilce to the fact—and then de- 
parted under what seems to me a neediess pro- 
tection. The cart came very shortly after to 
convey the old man through a horrid passage— 
nearly halt a mile long and all but completely 
covered with stones like steel cones— rea ring 
their heads a foot and a half high, as if in 
solemn protest against such a proceeding.

For anything they may do they have the 
right to’ plead in extenuation this horrible 
oppression of old and helpless sick people, 
turned out into the storm from their homes, 
in which they have lived all sheir lives, Did 
their revenge overwhelm the perpetrators of 
such atrocities and not involve the lives 
of innocent persens, they would stand 
at least morally acquitted, The despair of 
the situation is that the wild retaliation of 
secret conspirators punishes no one guilty of 
such eruelties, but, by wreaking itself upon 
the heads of the innocent and the irresponsi- 
ble, only tends to make the condition of the 
sufferers worse than ever, and to detract at- 
tention from the defects of the Land Dill it- 
self, for “ any land law that permits a human 
being’s death to be hastened by legal process 


is itself inhuman,” as the Dublin Nation 


says. It calls loudly for amendment, but 
what hope of amendment while the dyna- 
mite faction is at its work in secret? The 
hands of the only men who could do any- 
thing to secure amendment are blocked, and 
meanwhile the horrible work goes on. It is 
an awful indictment to which the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain some day will haye to 
plead before the bar of the world.

ANTE-MORTEM WILL-PROVING. 

A bjll has been introduced in the Miehi- 
gan Legisiature, in the matter of proving 
wills, which seems to combine a great deal 
of justice with a great deal of good sense, 
It provides that when a man has made a will 
he may go before the proper official and prove 
it on the spot.” If the testator does not 
care to have his heirs know the contents of 
the will, provision is made for, keeping it 
strictly confidential; if he is indifferent 
about it, it is open to inspection. at any time 
like any other document, All that is required 
is that the testator shall prove that he has 
made his will, and that it is his last will and 
testament. If codicils are subsequently 
appended they must be proved also, or the 
original document is alone binding. In case 
any heir feels that he has been neglected 
through the unsoundness of the testator’s 
mind, he can prove the unsoundness and in- 
validate the documeat, and if the testator be 
really of unsoupd mind it of course is much 
easier to show it while the testator is alive 
than after he is dead. If the charge is made, 
and it eventuates that the testator is of sound 
mind, a great injustice is prevented. In 
case the provisions of the will are not 
known it is not likely that any suit would 
be brought. 

Tue Tumor has always held that it is 
better for a man to make as many bequests 
as he can to charity during his lifetime, so 
that he may haye the pleasure and consola- 
tion of seeing them administered to the best 
advantage and of preventing them from 
being wasted, stolen, or misused. The great 
and noble monument which Peter Cooper 
erected to his memory during his lifetime, 
and to the management of which he devoted 
himself lovingly and untiringly, could never 
have accomplished its important work so 
effectively and practically—might, indeed, 
never have accomplished any work at all— 
if he had bequeathed the money for it for 
posthumous use. In his case, and in all 
other similar cases, the donor has the satis- 
faction of witnessing the good which he has 
done, of knowing that the money has not 
been squandered, and of experiencing the 
gratitude and blessings of the recipiénts of 
his bounty. Such a bestowal of money tends 
to bring peace and contentment in old age to 
any man. If in addition to this he could 
feel that the ‘residue of his property 
was properly bestowed; that his will was 
filed and proven; that there could be no 
scrambling and fighting over it after he was 
gone, it would lift still another burden of 
care from his declining years. 

More important than this, however, is it 
that, while such a proof of the will during 
life could work no injustice to any of the 
heirs, it must ‘prevent the disgraceful and 
unseemly exhibition of family scandals so 
often made in will-contests. There are se- 
crets in every family, skeletons in every 
closet, kept locked up from the curious seru- 
tiny of the world, of which there is no dan- 
ger of exposure so long as there is no rupt- 
ure in the family. Once such a rupture oc- 
curs, however, every skeleton is dragged 
out to the light, for there are no jars so bit 
ter and uncompromising as those of family 
when they are engendered by money. Law- 
yers are never so keen and unscrupulous as 
when they are engaged in pitting members 
of a family against each other, while they 
themselves drain the estate, In numerous 
cases where the estate has been large and 
the heirs numerous there has been an inev- 
itable contest, especially if the testator has 
bequeathed any considerable sums to pub 
lic institutions; and in almost every such 
case the public has been satiated to 
the verge of disgust with the scandalous dis- 
closures of family secrets or of the testator’s 
frailties and follies, which never should 
have been made public. Upon general prin- 
ciples a man has a right to dispose of the 
money which he has earned in such manner 
as he pleases so long as he conforms to law 
and justice, and it would unquestionably be 
a great satisfaction to every man to feel 
when he is dying that his wishes will be re- 
spected. Any measure that will prevent liti- 
gation and the unseemly scramble for the 
money Which begins as soon as the man is 
in his coffin would be welcome, especially if 
it tends to unloose the clutches of unworthy 
heirs who ‘have no yalid claim and to choke 
off scheming lawyers who have no claim of 
any kind.

THE NIHILIST TRIALS. 

The trial by military court of twenty-six 
members of the South Russian Workmen’s 
Federation has ended in the conviction of all of 
them, and the telegraph informs us that three 
were sentenced to penal servitude for life, 
seven to fifteen years’ servitude, four to ten 
years, four to four years, and eight were 
banished to Siberia. It was intended to end 
all the trials before the coronation of the 
Czar, but the Nihilists haye become so act- 
ive that this has been found impossible. 
Over 2,000 arrests of suspicious persons have 
been made in and about Moscow, who will 
have to be tried, unless they are secretly 
dealt with, as sometimes happens, and there 
is also pending the trial of thirty-four more 
Nihilists, many of whom are women. They 
belong to all the strata ef Russian society, 
and include priests, merchants, Jews, no- 
bles, naval officers, surgeons, and peasants. 
Among them are Pglaloff, who was one of 
the conspirators tried to blow up the im- 
perial train; stefanovitch, who organized a 
revolt of thirteen districts of peasants; Bo- 
ganovitch, who placed dynamite under a 
street in St. Petersburg in readiness to blow 
up the Czar; Zlatopolsky, who was engaged 
with Hartmann in the attack on the late

Tyne indictment. against these Nihtlists 
charges not only specific offenses, but also 
that they are members of a branch of the So- 
cialist Revolutionary party called the Party 
of the Will of the People,” which has been 
specially aetive during the last three years in 
various destructive ways, and there is no 
question that under Russian laws they will 
all be punished—some on the gallows, some 
in a servitude worse than the gallows. 
Meanwhile it is stated that the Russian 
jails are filled to overflowing with prisoners 
who are not charged with any special of- 
fense, but who have been arrested on sus- 
picion only. It is evident enough that Ni- 
hilism thrives under prosecution and perse- 
eution, and that for every man hanged or 
sent into servitude a score stand ready to fill 
his place. Russia is honeycombed with 
them. They were active in the reign of Al- 
exander IL, but their activity was slight at 
that time as compared with what it is now. 
For all this the son of the murdered Czar 
himself is responsible. The name of this 
organization, “The Will of the People,“ 
ought to be full of suggestive reminders to 
him. When he came into power they noti- 
fied him of the will of the people. It con- 
tained nothing which he could not have 
granted without in the least encroaching 
upon his legitimate prerogatives. They only 
asked for simple justice. They promised him 
that they would drop all hostility if he 
would concede the principle of popular rep- 
resentation—a right enjoyed by every other 
people in Europe, He agreed to make the 
concession, and nothing was heard from 
Nihilism until in an evil moment he threw 
over his advisers, Melikoff among them, pro- 
claimed the policy of his father, called to his 
councils a faction which had always been 
hostile to his people, and announced that he 
would punish to the uttermost every attempt 
of the people to assert any right. Against 
the wishes of the people he opposed the old 
iron autocracy and the exploded dogma of 
the divine right of Kings. Instantly Nihil- 
ism was on its feet again, and answered 
menace with menace. Hundreds of them 
were arrested, but hundreds more took 
their places, until at last the terri- 
fied but still obdurate Ozar fortified 
himself in his palace at Gatschina. 
From that time to this he has deen 
a prisoner, fearing death in every breeze that 
blows, in every person that approaches him. 
If he shall dare to go to his coronation he will 
go as a prisoner, closely surrounded by sol- 
diers and police, full of apprehension even’ 
then that some one among his guards may be 
the one appointed to compass his death. 
There will be no welcome, no applause, no 
enthusiasm, except upon compulsion. It is 
significant that in the imperial City of Mos- 
cow, where loyalty should exist if anywhere, 
the Chief of Police has commanded every 
householder to adorn his residence with 
flags. If in going to his crown he goes to 
his grave, cruel a8 it may be, he has pro- 
voked and invited the penalty. He could re- 
move it today by a stroke of his pen. 


Tue New York Staats-Zeitung, which can 
certainly lay claim to as faithful a repre- 
sentation vf German sentiment as its name- 
sake in Chicago, takes a view of the license 
question which is very different from that 
advocated by Mr. Hesing’s newspaper. The 
New York Evening Post reports the Staats- 
Zeitung of that city as fully enlisted in the 
high-license eause, and as contending that 
it reputable dealers would combine among 
themselves as against che disreputable law- 
breakers they would effect a great deal in 
securing the reasonable regulation of the 
business and in promoting the respectability 
of their calling.“ This is a sensible and busi- 
ness-like view to take of the question. If 
properly presented to the German-Ameri- 
cans, whose demand is almost universally 
for quiet, orderly, and respectable beer- 
saloons, they would soon agree that 
an adequate license-system, making « 
proper distinction between the whisky 
and beer saloons, would lead to a combined 
effort among the better class of saloonkeep- 
ed to enforce the law and improve the stand- 
ing of their business in the community. The 
Liquor-Dealers’ Association in this State, on 
the contrary, are bringing all the influences 
they can command against the ot an 
adequate license law. Judging frém the 
self-satisfied tone of their late conference at 
Rock Island, where it was confidently as- 
serted that no * hostile’ legislation need be 
apprehended from the present Legislature, 
it would look as though the fund which was 
raised early in the fight has been placed 
“where it would do the most good.” Gen- 
tlemen at Springfield who vote against the 
uniform license bill may expect to have their 
motives thoroughly investigated, 


WHATEVER may have been the merits of 
the recent Democratic dinner in Chicago viewed 
from the standpoint of cookery, its failure in 
matters of taste is undoubted. Probably no 
other city in the world would assign Henry Wat- 
terson to talk on temperance, or expect Carter 
Harrison to respond to the toast “ Public Office a 
Public Trust.” The fiery Kentuckian refused 
to take up the cause of temperance, as it would 
render necesgary his dismounting from the free- 
trade hobby which so amuses him from day to 
day. But the Mayor of Chicago made a speech, 
as indeed he would speak on any question ever 
raised. He emphasized the connection between 
office and duty, though in order to do it he had 
just come from a successful election as the 
candidate of the gamblers, the cut-throats, and 
the lowest of the low in that Western Babel.

A FEELING THAT FRANCE I8 ABOUT READY 
. TO FIGHT. 


Lonpow, April 17.—[Special Cable to the 
New York World. }—The message of Emper- 
or William to tne Reichstag calling for legis- 
lation in the interest of the working classes 
excites as much uneasiness here in official 
cireles as at Berlin, for the reason that it is 
believed it is inspired by distrust of the ex- 
isting Government of France end to cover a 
military program which will pretty certainly 
be carried gut upon the first symptom of 
serious political disturbances in France, 

I have it on the best authority that under 
orders from Berlin a fortnight ago six divis- 
ions df the German Imperial Cavalry and 
four army corps have been got into readiness 
to cross the French frontier in three days’ 


time. 

Some of the Socialist leaders of Germany 
appear inclined to cut out work nearer home 
for force by provoking overt disturbances 
among the German working classes, but as 
any such attempt would be disastrous to the 
people it is not likely it will be made. 

The real danger to Europe this moment is 
at Paris, where the men in authority seem to 
pe entirely incapable of understanding the 
danger to which they are exposing not only 
the peace of the Continent, but the very ex- 
istenee of their own country.

Smith and James Carey differed as to the 
gate by which Carey left the park May 6. 

Two Constables, on cross-examination, 


could not agree as to the part of the fence 


they saw Curley go over. When asked to 
point out the spot on the map they desig- 
nated places 350 yards apart. 

The statements of Kavanagh and Smith 
are somewhat in conflict. Kavanagh swore 
Smith told him in the park that the Chief 
Secretary was the object of their mission, 
while Smith testified that he was ignorant of 
the object of the conspirators. A servant- 
girl ot James Oarey identified Curley as a 
man who frequently visited her employer’s 
house, and in company with other Invincl- 
bles 


Another girl swore she saw Curley in the 
park May 6. 

James Carey’s son swore he saw his father 
and Curley in the vicinity of Dublin Castle 
the day the murders were committed. 

James Carey testified that it was originally 
the intention to lay on Burke’s body a card 
bearing the words: Executed by order of 
the Invincibles.“ Carey said he himself 
wrote the card for that purpose. The idea 
was not carried out, however, and Curley 
afterwards placed the card in the mail-box 
of the Dublin Zapress (a newspaper). 

The case for the Crown closed with the 
taking of some formal police evidence. 

Dr. Webb, for the detense, compared 
James Carey to Titus Oates, who, like 
Carey, was induced to swear away the lives 
of innocent men in similar circumstances 
by a similar system of lavish rewards. This 
plot was a plot with one conspirator, and 
that conspirator was James Carey.

TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 

OTTAWA, Ont., April 17.— [Special. To- 
day the Finance Minister proposed a number 
of modifications in his tariff changes ag first 
proposed. The following are the more im- 
portant amendments: Jellies and jams to be 
5 cents per pound, not 6 cents: vaseline, in 
bulk, to be 4cents per pound, not 5 cents; 
files and rasps, 35 per cent instead of 30 per 
cent: all medical preparations, whether 
chemicai or otherwise, usually imported with 
the name of the manufacturer, shall have the 
true name of the manufacturer and the place 
where they are preparedjpermanently and leg- 
ibly aflixed to each parcel by stamp, label, or 
otherwise, and all pedicinal preparations 
imported without sueh name so affixed shall 
be forfeited. The proposed change to a dut 
of 15 percent on kid, tanned, or dressed, 
and colored or not colored, is dropped. The 
item is also dropped proposing a duty of 20 
per cent on fancy yarns of wool or worsted 
in two or more plies when the same are coin- 
bined in different colors and mohair yarns 
in white or any color when the same are im- 
ported by woolen manufacturers for their 
own use In making fancy tweeds, The pro- 

osed duty of 10 per cent on buckram 
s struck out. The item imposing a duty of 
15 per cent on oil-cloth, or cloth enameled, 
stamped, painted, printed, or similarly pre- 
pared, when imported by trunk or yalise 
manufacturers for use in their factories, is 
struck out. The importer of cotton duck 
used for sails of ships or fishing-boats is to 
be entitled to a drawback equal to the duty 
paid thereon less 5 per cent ot the value of 
the article. The increased duty on agra 
ural implements will not come into force 
until the 10th of May next.

Late Legal Decisions, 

The following is an abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions recently made 
in the Federal and State Courts: 

NATIONAL BANKS-—STOLEN BONDS-RIGHTS 

OF OWNERS—REWALD. 

Certain bonds were deposited in a National 
bank for safekeeping, and when the bank was 
afterwards robbed these bonds were stolen. 
The officers of the bank entered into some ne- 
gotlations with the rovbers.or their agents for 
the recovery of the stolen. property, and in an 
action brought by the owners of the bonds, 
Wylie vs. Tne Northampton National Bank, in 
the United States Circuit Court, Second District 
of New York, the piaintiff placed ber right to 
recover on three grounds: (1) That the loss re- 
sulted from the negligent keeping of the bonds. 
(2) That the agreement with the robbers or their 
agents for the recovery of the bonds was broken 
or carried out to the injury of the piaintiff in 
sacrificing her bonds for the benefit of the 
bank’s property. (3) That tbe bank undertook 
to recover the bonds for her. Judge Wheeler 
in charging the jury against the piaintiff on 
all the grounds said: (1) “The bonds were left 
with the bank for safekeeping and were stolen. 

roof of any negligence on the part 

ank beyond the mere fact 
bonds were not returned when 
they were called for. The decisions 
are that a National bauk 18 not 
liable tor the loss of property deposited with its 
ottieers for safekeeping: it is no part of the 
business of the bank to take into its custody 
fer safekeeping special property. (2) If it were 
true that the baok agreed with the robbers that 
if its own property oracertain part of it was 
returned they might keep the piaintiff’s bonds 
she could recover against the bank. But the 
evidence shows that what was done was fairly 
done. (3) Il shouid bold, however, that the bar- 
gain to recover the bonds for the plaintiff was 
made by the Directors, and, bound them indi- 
vidualiv, and not the bank. The bank could not 
make such an agreemeat,”’ 

INTEREST ON INTEREST—CONSIDERATION— 

FORBEARANCE, 

June 1, 1866, W borrowed from E $1,240 at 
10 per cent interest, payably yearly. The first 
payment made on this debt or the interest on it 
was on March 10, 1536. During the year of 1876 
W paid E $3,500, and refused to pay more. E 
then sued bim for the balance he claimed, which 
was computed by charging interest at the same 
rate of lo per cent on the installments of inter- 
est as * fell due. Ia this case Edger- 
ton vs. Veaver, the Supreme Court 
of Illinois decided in favor of the defendant. 
Judge Schoifield, in the opinion, said: it was 
incumbent on the plainti to show that the 
promise to pay interest on interest was 1 
ed by a consideration deemed valuable in law, 
and an acceptance of such promise, either actu- 
al or constructive. The consideration here 
claimed was the forbearance of E in collecting 
the debt and interest; and it is clear it is a ques- 
tion of fact whether there was such a promise; 
on what consideration, aud whether or not it 
was aceepted. It has been decided that a prom- 
ise to pay the debt of another bused upon for- 
bearance asa consideration is not binding un- 
less it is proven that the promise Was made for 
the purpose of obtaining time, that thetime was 
actually given, and, especially. that the indul- 
gence thus accorded was in piltsuance of the 
request implied by the promise. The question 
is one of fact which cannot be found atlirma- 
tively in the absence of proof. And so. obvious- 
ly, whether actual forbearance, following a 
promise to pay interest for forbvarance, is evi- 
dence of an acceptance of the promise is a Gues- 
tion of fact. ere the evidence was that the 
detendant asked the plaintiff to wait, and that 
he did wait—nothing more. This does udt show 
that the plaintiff accepted the request of the de- 
fendant; he might bave enfo his demand at 
any time, and the defendant bave had vo relief; 
no contract for forbearance could be shown by 
him. Therefore he was not bound, tne plaintiff 
not being bound.“ 

MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS--DEFECTIVE SIDE- 
WALKS — KNOWLEDGE OF PERSON INX- 
JURED. 

In an action for damages for injuries suffered 
from a fall on adefective sidewalk the plaintilf 
recovered, and the city appealed mainly on the 
ground that the plaintiff could not recover if 
sbe used the walk when she knew it was out of 
repair. In this case—Manger vs. Marshalltown 
—the Supreme Court of Iowa, in affirming the 
judgment, througn Judge Beck, said: (1) * The 
city is required to repair the sidewalks, what- 
ever may have caused the injury to them. (2) If 
the plaintiff used proper care in going on the 
sidewalk, though she knew it to be defective, 
and is injured, she can recover.“ 


CONTRACTS~—WITH PUBLIC OFFICERS—TIEIR 
DUTY. 

Certain taxes were collected by the City of 
Louisville illegally, and L. the clerk of the 
Board of Aldermen, who was aware of the ille- 
gality, made a contract with certain attorneys 
to give them the necessary evidence to recover 
the taxes if they would divide the pay they 
should earn in the suits for the taxpayers. 
These attorneys brought a number of suits, and 
earned $18,430.25 in fees; but they refused to 

ay L, and he brougut an action for one-baltf. 

0 this {case, Lucas vs. Allen, the plalintiff was 
defeated, and he appealed to the Court of Ap- 
peals of Kentucky, who affirmed the judgment. 
‘he Chief Justice, Hargis, in the opinion, said: 
It is clear law that à contract to induce public 
officers to act partially or corruptly, or to bias 
them in the discbarge of their duties, is against 
public policy; and principle, analogy, and au- 
thority unite in declaring contracts which have 
an apparent tendeucy to corrupt, bias, tempt, 
or draw away public officials from the honest 
discharge of their duties are void, because in con- 
travention of public policy. L., who was a pub- 
lic official, charged with the authority, and 
power to copy und attest the very ordinances on 
the authority of which tne illegal assessments 
were nade, was forbidden bs public policy to 
make this contract, by which he was to get 
money for the disclosures he made and the 
services be rendered against the iaterest of the 
city to which the law required him to be loyal 
and true so long, at least. as he was employed 
and in 80 far as it furnished him, in the course 
of his duties, information by which he sought, 
or may seek, to protit himself. Such conduct, if 
tolerated, would sap the foundation of official 
honesty and legalize temptations which wouid 
lead from duty officiais who otherwise might 
be faithful.“ 

PEDDLING-—PATENTED ARTICLE—LICENSE. 


A city ordinance required peddlers to take out 
a license of Sa year or they would be com- 
pelied to pay a day. R. was selling a patented 
clothes-wringer, and when was arrested he 
setup as a detense that, as the letters patent 
autnorized the manufacturers to make, use, 
and vend the patented article, no State or por- 
tion thereof could restrict the sale. He was 
convicted ana fined, and appealed the case, the 
People vs. Russell. to the Supreme Court of 
Michigan, who affirmed the judgment. Judge 
Cooley in the opinion, said: “ power of Con- 
gress to grant the exclusive right to make and 
sell the articles which from their originality and 
value have been found deserving is exclusive, 
and any State legislation which undertakes to 
limit or restrict in any manner the privileges 
whicb the letters-patent confer is an invasion of 
the sphere of National authority, and refore 
void, But tnis ordinance does not assume to in- 
terfere with or ju any way to abridge the ex- 
clusive right of the patentee. The ordinance is

DIVORCE—OUT OF STATE—ALIMONY—HOME 

PROPERTY. 

C., Whose home was in. Wisconsin, went to 
Michigan and got a divorce there. His wife re- 
mained at home, where her husband bad prop- 
erty, and received no notice of the divorce suit. 
She then sued foralimony. In this suit—Cook 
vs. Cook—the plaintiff claimed that the Michi- 
gan divorce was not valid. Tne Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin, through Judge Taylor, in deciding 
the case, said; **(1) If the courts of Michigan 
have the power to fix the status of a citizen of 
that State in regard to the marriage relation, in 
an action in whivh the wife is not personally 
served and has no actual notice of the action, 
and is in fact tue ectual resident of another 
State, it seems to me that it must affect her 
status and release her from the marriage rela- 
tion. (2) Though alimony may nov be granted 
out of a divorce case, it would seem to be no 
great stretch of authority to entertain a pro- 
ceeding to award alimony to a wife out of the 
husband’s property in this State, upon the fact 
of a divorce granted to the husband in another 
State of which sbe had no notice until after 
judgment, and by the terms of which she was 
not awarded reasonable or even no alimony. 
Alimony may be included in a subsequeut judg- 
ment.“ 


Doolittic vs, Forsythe. 

The proceedings in the Doollttle-Forsythe 
case yesterday were confined to reading dep- 
ositions. The deposition of John W. Simp- 
son, of New York, was finished, and nearly 
all of the deposition of William C. Gulliver. 
The latter is a member of the law firm of 
Alexander & Green, of New York, and was a 
trustee of the Belt-Line Railroad and of the 
East Chicago Improvement Company.

Joseph O’Donnell pleaded guilty to petit 
larceny, and was sentenced to thirty days in 
the County Jail. 

John Palachowsky was tried by the court 
for selling liquorto a minor. Part ot the evi- 
dence was heard and the case continued until 
today. 

The case of Theodore Novie, Michael Was- 
nik, and Severn Kozel, char with the 
murder of Bohmil Novie, last November, 
was stricken from the docket, the evidence 
being deemed insufficient to convict. The

BANK-ROBBERY. 


The Metropolitan Bank Affair of New 
Orleans, La., Exaggerated—The True 
Story. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 17.—[Special.]— 
The facts about the robbery of the Metropol- 
itan Bank in this city on Sunday night have 
been greatly exaggerated. The institution 
is not a regular banking institution—it is a 
pawn-oflice, chartered and given special 
privileges by an act of the Legislature. The 
stock is owned bya corporation of very 
wealthy Jews, and it has been a money- 
making institution, It is not a member of 
the clearing-house, nor is it connected by the 
electric signals of the City Protective serv- 
ice. The party who was the bank’s messen- 
rer by day was its watchman by night, and 
Us watching consisted in going to bed on 
the premises. The entering of the bank 
showed none of the signs ot the Professional 
burglar, though it was evidently the work 
of cool and desperate men. The bank lost 
only $2,200, and of this amount a bag con- 
taining $800 was picked out ofa gutter in 
the neighborhood where the thieves had 
dropped it. The heaviest losses, however, 
will fall upon the depositors of the bank 
boxes. Some fifty bank boxes were broken 
open and their contents scattered around or 
carried away. Of course only the owners of 
the boxes can calculate their losses. So far 
Messrs. Meyer, Weiss & Co, report the loss 
of diamonds valued at $10,000, and four $100 
Government bonds were taken from another 
box. President Frank, of the bank, calcu- 
lates that $30,000 will cover all the losses. 
2 he has offered a reward of $2,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the rabbers. 

C. M. Howard, or Hines, has been arrested 
on suspicion. He claims to be a machinist 
and toolmaker, and refers to Kruse & Co., ot 
New York, and Bisbee, of St. Louis, as his 
former employers. He has plenty of money

A Howling Mob Takes Posses- 
sion of a Liberal Meeting. 


The Rt.-Hon. Joseph Chamberlain’s

A Genera! Fecling that the Conservatives Will

BIRMINGHAM, March 31.--[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—The Town Jiall last night was 
again filled like a sardine box, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain had the honor of addressing at least 
5,000 of his constitunets. At the hour of be- 
ginning the meeting the confusion and row- 
dyism in the hall were so great that Lord 
Rosebery, the President of the Junior Lib- 
eral Club, made at least half a dozen attempts 


to speak, and was compelled to sit down un- 


der the running fire of hissing and bandi- 
nage. ‘There was a large police force present 
under the Chiet Constable, but for more than 
half an hour the whole-of- the constabulary 
were ineffectual in quieting Hat was almost 
a mob. The Mayor left his chair on the plat- 
form and walked nong the audience, 
threatening to enforce the penalty of the 
law upon those who were the offenders, 
llowever, the offenders were so many and 
so scattered throughout tlie vast 
audience that both Mayoral pfesence 
and threats were in vain. There were com- 
paratively few seats on the floor of the hall, 
and the people were standing on these and 
shouting and applauding. Finally the back 
of the building was pretty well cleared by 
the police and the meeting went on. 
AN ENGLISH MOB, 

An English mob is unique, There is no 
mob on earth anything like a mob in En- 
gland. In France, in Germany, in Italy, as 
well as in America, there is a degree of self- 
respect and restraint among the lowest 
classes. In England there is absolutely 
none. Whole masses of men and women in 


England will crowd into all sorts of public 
places with no aim or purpose whatever, but 
us the idlest of curiosity seekers and mon- 
gers. When there is a private funeral or 
wedding hundreds of these people will follow, 
often in most unseemly fashion, the carriage or 
carriages. They will and in the yard of 
church or chapel, or crowd about the door of a 
private house, and keep up loud talk. and pass 
remarks upon the appearance of the bridal 
party or the funeral appointments. No 
private gatheri of people is safe from 
their intrusion. 
walk to see the arrivaiof carriages, and stare 
and gape as the occupants leave the vehicles, 
and often make annoy ne crit'cisms upon the 
toilets of the ladies. This is a habit of the lower 
class, not only in London but in all the provin- 
cial towns. The middle and upper classes of 
England are very self-respecting and reserved, 
except in the presence of their social superiors, 
or those who are deemed their superiors, and 
then they are as cringing and servilo of manner 
us the very lowest classes. The Englishman is a 
toady by birth and traditiov. This mob busi- 
ress comes from the same temperament. The 
present writer has witnessed the gatbering and 
presence of great masses of pie in America 
and in many of the countries of Europe, but 
nowhere has be seen such senseless and aimless 
pushing, . crushing, hallooing, self-ussertion. 
forth-putting, aud social indecencies as among 
an English mob. 
AN EXPLANATION. 

Up to now the masses of the people are dis- 
trusted, not only by their rulers, but by the up- 
per classes. Englishmen boast of their liber- 
ties, and really enjoy as few as any people in 
Europe. If by “Englishmen” one meaus En- 
Elisumen whuse income reaches $5,000 or more 
annually, then certainly they are free to do 
pretty much whatever they like. But it by En- 
glishipen one means the bulk of the people—tne 
millions wo are living on $200 a year and sup- 
porting themselves and families on this in- 
come—then, practically, they know no more 
about liberty than thg slaves of the South did 
twenty-five years ago. In the very beart of 
London there are landed proprietors who bave 
the right to have end use gates at both ends of 
a street or thoroughfare! These gates are 
closed at certain times and bours. Mostof the 
parks, or what in America would be called 
Open squares,“ are railed in and kept shut the 
year through. All the parks and open spaces 
are under such manifold police reguiations that 
life is too sbort for the full and satisfying com- 
prebending of them. The lower ciasses are 
spoken of not as buman beings, but as a higher 
grade of the anima! kingdom 


THE RT.-HON, JOSEPH 
SPEECH. 

Forgive this long divergence from the line of 
matter in this letter. Still, the ecene in the 
town hall last night was so disgraceful and ro- 
figgts such shame upon a certain aspect of the 
so@ial condition of England and the civilization 
which consents to its continuance that my pen 
has had its own way ia the foregoing para- 
grapbs. 

Mr. Chamberlain never made a stronger or 
weaker speech than that which be made last 
night. It will add to his reputation as au orator, 
but not to his fame as a statesman. Mr. Cham- 
berluin bas the genius of industry. This is bis 
sole claim to genius. He has by his aurbition, 
which caicuiates with the precision of ma- 
chinery, and by his industry, which goes to the 
mark with the certainty of Dr. Carver's bullet, 
gained his present standing in the Liberal par- 
ty. He began asarepublican. Where he will 
end is a secret of bis own ambition. Sir Charles 
Dilke has renounced his early republican prin- 
ciples as romantic, and while Mr. Chumberlain 
has not done so in words be has done so by 
deeds. Hissurvey of the Irish question last 
night was superficial and his discussion of the 
Egyptian question contemptible. 

hese are the matters that English Liberals 
have at heart today—so much at heart that they 
are rending the party in twain. It is perfectly 
true that the Irish legislaton bas been, as Lord 
Salisbury said, “zig-zag.’’ It has satisfied no- 
body. The Irish are as implacable today as they 
were two years ago, and their grievances about 
asreal, and they cry out to Heaven to be re- 
dressed. 

Mr. Chamberlain said not one word in justifi- 
cation of the monstrously wicked destruction of 
Alexandria and the war in Egypt. His venera- 
bie colleague, Mr. Bright, left the Cabinet be- 
cause he would not bea party to this piece of 
national bulldozing and spoliation. Mr. Jesse 
Calling, M. P., who sat upon the platform last 
night, who was a friend of Mr. Chamberlain—a 
man who sticks to his principles—has broken 
with his party on this. issue. There bas 
been widespread distrust of the honesty 
and uprightness of the whole Cabinet, perhaps 
excepting Mr. Gladstone, because of this 
Egyptian deviltry, and yet Mr. Chamberlain. in 
the most elaborated speech he has ever made, 
and on an occasion planned as one of defense, 
made the fatal blunder of silence where speech 
clear and ringing was the one demanded of the 
time and place. The people went to the town- 
hall last night to hear from Mr. Coamberlain his 
justificadon of the Egyptian war, and Mr. 
Chamberlain jumped the whole question. It 
was not a clean, graceful jump either. It was 
awkward, bungling, and a bit comical. He 
caught his foot. He showed self-distrust before 
he made his leap. He showed in a few hesitating 
sentences what a success the campaign had 
been and how he hoped soon we should be ex- 
tricated from the difficuities of this Egyptian 
white elephant. 

"Tl wixt worming in and worming out, 
He left the beholder still in doubt 

„ Whether the snake that make the track 
Was going in or coming back. 

The manner of Mr. Chamberlain's speech was 
almost a miraculous improvement upon that of 
any speecon he bas ever made to bis fellow- 
townsmen. When he began to speak years ago 
he, as well as his audiences, discovered that he 
had no natural aptitude for oratory. His eda- 
cation had not gone much beyond the element- 
unis, and be bad been brought up in a manu- 
facturer’s office. Hie had the air and bearing 
and, most of all, the speech of an unacademic 
man. He had, when the present writer first 
beard him speak, a fashion of singing bis sen- 
tences. This habit bas been completely and 
happily conquered. Among young speakers it 
is an imitation of the Oxf drawi and sing.” 
But Mr. Chamberlain bas given this over, and 
his speaking last night was really oratorical. it 
is never eloquent. He has uo passion, 
no fire, no abandon. He never for- 
gets himseif a moment of the time, and 
80 his audience never forget him 
in preoccupation of bis subject. Mr. Chamber- 
lalu's pronunciation is gradually becom im bet- 
ter and better, and last nicht tnere was scarcely 
a trace of bis old-time, underbred way of pro- 
nouncing certain wo Like many Birmlae- 
ham people, be still persiste in saying agan 
for ago, and occasionally one is reminded of his 
lack of culture and refinement of speech.

AN ENGLISH CABINET OFFICER ON IRISH 
GRIEVANCES. 


In the course of his reply to the Marquis of 
Salisbury, the Rt.-Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
M. P., addressing the Liberal Association at 


Birmingham, said: 

I have said that it is to our policy that we owe 
the qualitied peace which prevails in Iroland. 
But 1 do not conceal from myself ar you that 
there is much more to be done, and that our 
task has only commenced. There are other 
Irish grievances which call for the earnest and 
speedy consideration of Parliament and of the 
Government. [Hear, hear.] I think the Govern- 
ment are justitied, after having giv two 
whole sessions almost entirely tolrish affa in 
asking irish members to stand aside while for a 
brief space, at any rate, we attend to English 
and Scittish legislation. [Cheers.] But the time 
is coming, and it will come shortly, when we 
shall once more have to turn our attention to 
this the greatest of political problems of our 
time; and our task will never be completed 
until we have succeeded by just and equal laws, 
by wise administration, in enlisting on 81 
of the English Government and the English peo- 
ple the interest and the influence of the bulk of 
the Irish nation. [Hear.] Lord Salisbury cares 
nothing for the bulk of the Irish nation. He 
calls for vengeance upon the crimiusais who 
have been guilty ot outrage and violence, and, 
so far, | am with bim. [Hear, hear.] But then 
he stops there. He has no sympathy—at least 
he expressed none—tor the great mass of the 
population, whether of loyal Ulster or of the 
three other provinces of Ireland, who have been 
subjected to undeniabje tyranny aud o 100, 
ana whose wrongs cry aloud for redress. 
[Hear.] He can express to 
eloquent terms his sympathy for 
1 lords who bad ,to submit to a _ reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent in their rents, but I find no- 
where any expression Of sympathy fur the poor 
tenants who for years, under the threat of 
eviction and the pressure of starvation, have 
paid the unjust rents levied oa their own im- 
provements and extorted from their desperate 
toil and hopeless poverty. [Hear, hear.] I say 
that on this matter, as on many others, Lord 
Salisbury constitutes himself the spokesman of 
a class; of the class to which he himseif belongs, 
“who toil not, neither do they spin” [cheers and 
laughter); whose fortunes, as in his case, have 
originated by grants made in times long gone 
by for the services which courtiers rendered 
Kings [loud cheers}, and have since grown and 
increased, while they have slept. by levying an 
unearned sbare on all that other men have done 
by toiland labor to add to the general wealth 
and prosperity of the country of which they 
form a bart. Loud cheers.]

Adams Express Company the Victim— 
Several Big Mauls. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 17.—|Special.|—

victim of several robberies in this city lately. 
A few days ago a valuable package was 
stolen from one of the messengers 
on the road from the company’s 
office to the depot, and a heavy 
robbery took place last Sunday on the train 
of the Louisville, Cincinnati & Lexington 
Road, between Cincinnati and this city. The 
through car of what is called the Eastern ex- 
press is locked and sealed in New York, aud 
comes thence to Cincinnati unopened.

A MURDERER’S CONFESSION

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


Fire at Leavenworth, Kas., with Fatal 
Ifjuries to Two Persons. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., April 17.—[{Special.]} 
—The furniture factory of Abernathy & 
Co. was burned this afternoon at 5 o’clock. 
The loss is between $35,000 and $40,000, with 
insurance as follows: Springfield Fire & 
Marine, $2,000; Phenix of Hartford, $3,000; 
Northern of England, $1,000; Pennsylvania, 
$1,750; California, $2,000; Franklin, $2,000; 
Imperiai Northern, $3,000; Insurance Com- 
pany of North America, $1,250; Fireman’s 
Fund, $1,000; Phoenix of Brooklyn, $1,700; 
St. Paul, $1,500; North British & Mereantile, 
$1,500; Royal, $1,000; Hartford, $2,000; Nia- 
gara, $2,500. 

The fire caught in a room adjoining the en- 
gine among shavings and spread rapidly, tne 
wind fanning the flame until the factory was 
enveloped and neighboring property in great 
danger. Fifty men were employed in the 


factory, and those on the second floor had to 


jump from the windows. George Snyder 
was fatally injured by striking the sidewalk. 
John Bessil, William Osborne, J. Wester- 
man, and D, Anderson were dangerously in- 
jured by jumping, and George Baughman 
had his arm dislocated. Mamie aor a 
child, was run over by a hose-cart and fatally 
injured. Five streams from the hydrants 
were played upon the fire, this being the first 
fire test of the water-works, very satis- 
factory. Several buildings adjacent to the 
factory caught fire, but were saved. 


$45,000 Mm Fire at Minneapolis. 

St. Pau, Minn., April 17.—[Special |—At 
about 8:30 o’clock this evening, a short time 
before it was the intention to shut down the 
Model mill of R. R. Russell & Co., situated 
in the milling district, one of the 
proprietors of the mill discovered a 
fire in the purifier on the second 
floor. The alarm called out the whole de 
partment, and crowds of people flocked to 
the scene, small clouds of black smoke giv- 
ing the only evidenceof fire. The depart- 
ment responded with reasonable prom ptness, 
and the fire was held in admirable check, the 
absence of wind favoring the firemen 
in their work. The Dakota Mill, 
an old frame structure, adjoins the Model on 
one side. The Standard mill of EK. V. White 
overtops it in the rear, and the office of T. 
S. Hinkle, @ small frame structure, occupies 
the other side. None of these were more 
than threatened, and the department won the 
credit of handling the firein a manner un- 
equaled in the history of mill The mill 
was built in 1862 as a planing-mill, and was, 
up to 1877, a one-story stone structure. The 
walls, for the wost part, still stand, 
although the mil was well gutted. 
The mill contained seven run of stone and 
five setof smooth and five set of corrugated 
rollers, and had a capacity of 250 barrels per 
day. It was valued at $45,000. Some appre- 
hension was felt that the Dakota Mill would 
burn, but it escaped without injury. Some 
trouble was. encountered in shutting down 
the will, and it continued to run during the 
progress of the fire.

INQUESTS.

The evidence of one witness was heard yes- 
terday in the case’ of Ed Sanford, the negro 
who was stabbed and killed Sunday nigbt at No.

The witness examined was Joe 
Harris, the only one who was present when the 
deadly struggle occurred.

EIL.DRIDGE WINKS AT ARMOUR AND IT GOES 

UP—NEITHEL WINKS AND IT GOES DOWN 

—A. u. WRIGHT SETTLES HIS DEALS. 

The flurry on the Board of Trade yesterday is 
thus explained: Every one had an idea that Sid 
Kent and Phil Armour bad been buying heavily 
and that Deacon Hobbs and O. W. Ciapp were 
tacking onto their tails. On the call Poole, 
Kent & Co. were large sellers of long July wheat, 
also William Young & Co. George Eldridge

Wheat advan ced 
ut once. It afterward turned out that Eldridge 
and Armour were discussing another matter and 
tuat Armour bad not bought a grain of wheat. 
Then wheat declined again. 

There was also an idea prevalent that J. T. 
Lester & Co. was short,and until the mistake 
was discovered an attempt was made to force 
the ürm to cover. 

The trade ran mer ey indeed, and shorts were 
largely covered. A Washington street specu- 
lator is reported to have covered 1,500,000 short 
wheat during the day. He is also said to have 
made $100,0U) last week, and to have lost one- 
half ot it yesterday. The lucky-unlucky oper- 
ator was Ira Holmes. 

Mctieoch, Evermguam & Co. and William 
Kersbaw sold frecly on the long side. The buy- 
ers were ail outside perties, purchasers of long 
stuff, and Chicago holders of long sellers. 

The case of Mr. A. M. Wright, on account of 
the July corner, was to have come before the 
Board of Directors yesterday. The news of the 
Supreme Court's adverse decision was sufficient 
to give him to understand that he must pay up 
to Armour and others or walk the 
plank. Five minutes before the meeting 
he drew currency sullicient to pay each sufferer 
by his operations and paid up. The Board of 
Directors, of course, dismissed his case, and he 
retains his membership. The other’ defauiters 
will have to do likewise or travel. 


THE TELEGRAPH CABLES. 

THE COUNCIL ORDER BOTHERS NOBODY. 

Referring to the action of the Council in or- 
dering that the cable put up by the Western 
Union Company be cut, Mayor Harrison said: 
The stringing of the cable leaves the question 
just as it was before. The permit was given by Su- 
perintendent Barrett and was indorsed by me. It 
umounts to the sam@thing as if the company 
should take down a Bad wire and put up a good 
one. It proposes to substitute the cable for the 
wires. If the courts decide that the city can cut 
the single wires then we can cut the cable, for 
the latter is nothing more thau so many wires 
strung together.“ 

The telegraph and telephone companies are 
not troubling themselves in the least about the 
resolution passed by the Council, for they know 
that the Mayor will not/enforce it, and 80 long 
as he does not bother them they feel safe. They 
say thatif they are stopped from putting up 
any more cables they will simply go on ustng the 
wires that they now haveup. As for an under- 
ground system, they/say that it wiil take at least 
six months to get it in running order. The fact 
is that after the decision of Judge Drummond 
that the city authorities bad noright to take 
the law in their own hands, as wag done in the 
case Of the Mutual Union, they feel reasonably 
safe, for they kuow that they can get out an in- 
junction in time to prevent any interference 
with them. In short, the order of the Council is 
a mere dead-letter, looked on by some of the 
telegraph people as aninvitation to them to 
come around and have a talk—an invitation 
which they have no idea of accepting.

Its power to enter both Chicago and New 
York is as sure in the present and future as 
that of any other line. It has always stood 
between its custom and encroachments of the 
other roads and strangled every attempt at 
bulldozing. It has been gathering data for 
some time back to show that it owes nothing 
to other roads except defiance. Such yester- 
day was the admission practically of both 
sides. As for the position of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, no one had a doubt, and it was 
thought to be about as safetotreadon Mr. 
Garrett's corns as to play ball with cans of 
dynamite. 
ARMOUR’S CONTRACT WITH THE VANDER- 

br ROADS. 

Some curious facts appear as one investi- 
gates the subject. Forinstance, the V ander- 
bilt system, in which the niost deadly ani- 
mosity to dressed-beef shipments centres, is 
shown toship more of the article than all 
the other roads combined... Indeed, Mr. P. 
D. Armour, the sole shipper over these 
lines, does not deny having a contract 
with that system for five years to 
come which stipulates that the rates shall 
nut exceed a certain sum per hundred. 
‘Those rates as near as can be ascertained 
are not in excess of 64 cents per hundred, the 
present basis. Llow it is possible for this 
system to crush out dressed 
cannot carry it ata higher figure than is im- 
posed at present, nor refuse shipment at all 
for many years to come, is one of the prob- 
lems unexplained. 

Ou the other hand, the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way is under similar contract with Swift & 
Co. If that corporation, in view of the pros- 
pective dissolution of the pool, should car 
dressed beef free, how can the Vanderbilt 
system do otherwise? ‘The same system 
which is to carry live-stock free is also 
bound to carry dressed beef free, though the 
latter is the cause of ‘the trouble to the for- 
mer. Mr. Charles Francis Adams, who is 
expected here soon, and whose decision in 
such matters is final, cannot prevent a single 
railway from leaving the pool. 

NELSON MORRIS AND THE NICKEIL-PLATE. 

“Watch that man Nelson Morris,“ said a 
gentleman yesterday. See the complica- 
tions caused by him, He isin league with 
Allerton and Allerton with the Pennsylvania, 
and both with the Stock-Yards monopoly. 
Just as soon as the five leading eastern- 
bound roads pooled on live-stock at a given 
rate [40 cents per 100] he found an out- 
side road in the Nickel-Plate to carry his 
stock cheaper. lle and his chums aug- 
mented the shipments on that line to such 
an extent that the Nickel-Plate demanded an 
admission to the pool on a pro-rata basis of 
25 per cent. Now, if you want to know how 
heavily that road ate into thé pool, compare 
the pro rata demanded with that accorded to 
members of the pool:

Now what kind of a jewel of consistency do 
you call that for a man who is so fearful for 


the pool ? ; 

Take this other aspect of affairs. The 
Grand Trunk is compélied to bill its dressed- 
beef shipments in the pool as live stock, and 
each car of the former is put down to equal 
two of the latter. Now, the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem is not required to do anv such thing, and 
its dressed beef is shipped like grain or any 
other Product. Why should the one re- 
quired to bill its dressed beef as live-stock 
and not the other? 

INEQUALITY OF THE PRO-RATA ARRANGE- 
MENT. 

Let me show you how unequally the 
above table ot pro ratasis divided as com- 
pared with actual shipments. Here is a 
statomye t for the last year: The Grand 
Trunk shipped 449 cars of so-called live- 
stock of ten tons each, more than 
was necessary to secure its pro 
rata. The Vanderbilt system fell 381 
cars short, and the Pennsylvania system 
165 cars short, and the Baltimore & Ohio was 
ninety-seven cars above. Of course, there 
has to be a leveling down, as these roads 
cannot afford to pass over the high pro rata 
to those which fell under.“

MARINE NEWS. 


No Change in Grain Freights. 
There was no apparent change in lake freights 
yesterday so far as rates are concerned, which 
appear to have reached a standstill point from 
which the carriers will not budge and which the 
shippers will not touch. Perhaps when the first 
ten days of summer storage rates have expired 
these grain speculators will be willing to pay the 
rates demanded. 

During the protracted warfare between the 
shippers and vesselmen the elevators are reap- 
ing an immense harvest. There is at present 
fully 16,500,000 bushels of grain storedin the 
elevators of this city, on which the speculators 
will have to pay a storage of one-half cent per 
bushel every ten days it remains there, begin- 
ning the 15th of this month. The first ten days 
of summer storage will expire on the 25th, and 
the storage will amount to $8,250, and by the 
5th of May $16,500. And yet, in order to maintain 
their point, rather than yield to the carriers, 
they would lose this money, a portion of which 
could be saved by having their grain stored in 
—— holds of the few vessels that are now avail- 
able. 

There was but one charter made yesterday. 
and that is considered by the agents to be the 
most advantageous charter that has been made 
this year. It was the schooner Sunrise for 30,000 
busheis of rye to Buffalo at 4 cents per buapel. 
A number of other offers were made and 
rejected. One shipper made an  0Ooffer 
of 3% cents per bushel on 100,000 bushels of 
corn to Baffalo, but did not succeed in finding 
any takers at less than (cents, and that he re- 
fused to give.

The Vesselmen Rejoice. 

There was a universal feeling of rejoicing 
among the vesselmen in Chicago yesterday over 
the annulment of the order issued by the Uana- 
dian authorities regarding bowsprits in the 
passage of the Welland Canal. They have been 
very hostile to the order from the start, and 
consider that the Canadian Government ex- 
celled itself in stupidity when it issued an order 
that would cause the vesselmen so much an- 
noyance and such serious inconvenience. The 
order was doubtless issued with the intention of 
avoiding any such accident as that which nap- 
pened with the Midland Rover last fall. and it 
such an event were likely to be one of occasion- 
al occurrence the order would have a show of 
reason. But it is not one that wil) occur 
again, in all probability. One vessel Cap 
tain stated that the order was pre’ pted, 
by cotton-mill owners, who were afraid that 
something might happen to cut off the supply 
of water and stop their milis. It is said the St. 
Lawrence canals are now run chiefly for the 
benefit of the mill-owners, for it has occurred 
that a couple of vessels have been left in shoai 
water in the canal during an afternoon till the 
milis were closed at 6 o'clock, the mill-owners 
refusing to turn off the water to fill the canal 
till the regular time had arrived to stop work. 


Marine Insurance. 

A meeting of the Board of Marine Underwrit- 
gre was held yesterday for the express purpose 
‘of forming a pool on cargo insurance for the 
season of 1883. There were twenty-six com- 
panies represented, and as usual the meeting 
was held with closed doors. Committees on Ap- 
portionment of Business and A gents’ Com mis- 
sious and Contracts were ‘appoifted and anthor- 
ity giventhem to call a meeting whenever they 
should be ready to report. prospects for 
an immediate formation of an insurance pool 
are not very flattering, as two or three com- 
panies find fault with allotment of business, 
and say that unless different arrangements are 
made from those of last season they would pre- 
yr not to enter into the pooling combination.

There were advices in New York of failures in 
the wheat trade in London, but parties here who 
ba ve direct correspondence with Engiand said 
it was only a rehash of the stories of last week, 
and does not amount to much. The idea pre- 
vailed that strong men have recently taken bold 
of the wheat deal, and probably a good deal 
more of the buying of yesterday was based on 
that than on any independent news from the 
wheat fieids either of this country or of Europe.

/ SETTING FIRE-TRAPS. 


A Reporter Points Out One Hundred 
Violations of the Bultlding Ordinance 
in a Small Section of the City. 

The building season having opened, at- 
least so far as 8 is concerned, a TRIB 
UNE reporter took a*buggy yesterday after. 
noon and drove over the section south of 
Twenty-second and west of Wentworth 
avenue, where there are a great many vacant 
lots, to see what was being done in the way 
of violating the building ordinance. And 
this is what he discovered inside of an hour 


from Wentworth avenue: 
A DIRECTORY. 

On Twenty-third street, two stofies put on 
top of a frame cottage, and several similar 
b the same neighborhood, 

On Twenty-fifth street men werejat work 
on a two-story barn. 

On Twenty-sixth street another story was 
being put underneath a cottage, and a large 
shed construc ‘ted in the rear. 

At No. 2809 Dashiel street a brand-new two- 
story frame, and a second one obliquely 
across the street. 

On Twenty-ninth, near Dashiel, a 
barn. 

On Lowe avenue, near Twenty-ninth, a 
cottage and a two-story frame, with a barn 
behind. Several cottages raised ten and 
twelve feet, and barns in the rear. 

On Emerald avenue, below Thirth-fifth, a 
cottage in sight of the police-station, and a 
shed turned into a two-story dwelling. 

Nos. 3821 and 3823 Emerald avenue, new 
cottages, on which men were at work. East 
of these there isa perfect nest of wooden 
cottages, some completed, and others not. 

No. 3800 Halsted street, a rear addition on 
which carpenters are at work, and on the op- 
posit side of the street a barn. 

At Laurel and Thirty-fifth streets, a barn, 
and in the vicinity of the same street and 
Thirty-fourth about a dozen frame cottages 
are going up. 

On James street, west of Laurel, nine new 
cottages were counted, some of them not 
finished. 

No. 3047 Main srreet, a frame addition and 
a barn in the rear. Additions were quite 
common in this neighborhood. 

No. 2924 Main, a three-story frame, and a 
large barn in the rear, 

On Quinn street, north of Twenty-ninth, 
there are about fifteen new cottages, and 
half a dozen more are being erected. 

ONE HUNDRED VIOLATIONS. 

In riding this distance of not over two 
miles the reporter saw no less than 100 viola- 
tions of the ordinance, most of them recent, 
the work. having been done within the last 
six week. There are, to be sure, only a few 
Building Inspe ctors, and they claim that they 
cannot cover the whole city in time to’secure 
obedience to the law: but it seems strange, 
when they have horses and buggies, 
that they cannot cover more 
ground than they do. Superintendent 
Kirkland has divided the city into districts 
and puta man in charge or each one, but 
the constant ignoring of the law in all di- 
rections indicates that his subordinates are 
not very active. If the reporter had been a 
Building Inspector he could yesterday, with- 
in an hour, have stopped work on thirty or 
forty cottages and houses. The carpenters 
and plasterers were hard at work, and no 
one disturbed them. An occasional police- 
man was seen hard by, but he paid no atten- 
tion to them, though he must have known 
that they were breaking the law. 

WHAT SHOULD BE DONE. 

What should be done is to instruct the 
policemen toarrest the offendeis whenever 
they catch them in the act. This would put 
an end to thelerection of shanties, because the 
owners could not stand the constant imposi- 
tion of fines, and contractors would not take 
the work if thev were obliged to use their 
profits to prevent their men going to the 
bridewell. | 

The southwest portion of the city and the 
northwest portion are as full of violations 
as the portion covered by the reporter: and 
now that some pointers haye been given to 
the Building Department it remains to be 
seen what Superintendent Kirkland will do. 

SHEDS BECOME HOUSES. 

One other thing should be mentioned. In 
quite a number of instances what were shel- 
ter-sheds last year are now two-story frame 
dwellings. To prevent this a bond should be 
required from those who take out permits. 
or else the metamorphosed sheds should be 
torn down. 

There is no excuse for the loose manner in 
which the Building Department is being run, 
for with she aid of the police the erection of 
fire-traps can be prevented. What is needed 
is a vigorous enforcement of the law, and 
Mayor Harrison cannot do a better thing for 
the city than to see that those who defy it 
are promptly arrested and punished. 


CONFISCATIN G CATTLE. 


The Execution or 1 mie i Law Passed by 
the Creek Council Causing Trouble— 
Wrathy Stockmen. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 17.—[Special. ]— 
Advices received here today are to the effect 
that the trouble anticipated when the Creek 
Council passed the law confiscating all cattle 
belonging to the Cherokees which might 

drift across the unseen line dividing the 

two nations has begun in earnest. When it 
is understood that the officers are entitled to 

a fee of $1 for each head seized, old or young, 

the activity of these officers is accounted for.

civally to the Cherokees. They are 
being held, and for want of care 
they are in very bad shape, for there is not 
enough grass for them to live on, and the 


owners very much fear they will die if not 
tuened loose. If the cattle are not turned 
out by the man who corraled them the own- 
ers propose taking them at the risk of their 
lives. This seizure has aroused a terrible 
excitement among cattle men, and it will
